Nam to the Beach: *the perfect child'

When Ngayen Lan arrived in 
the Aragona Village home of 
Roliert and Mary Anne Good- 
Win, it was Cfiftstfhas Day. 

Robert Goodwin remembered 
that Lan was very withdrawn at 
first, but he «ud they involved 
her in the family activities right 
away. Mary Anne said her sons 
and her husband actually picked 
Lan up and brought her out to 
the festivities. 

Lan came from Vietnam to the 
Goodwins through Connections, 
a long-term foster care progrtmi 
for refugee children. According 
to Gail Peters, senior social 
worker for the program, most of 
the foster children in Virginia 
Beach are either Vietnamese or 
Amerasian— children of Asian 



women and American soldiers. 

But Mary Anne said the family 
doesn't consider Lan a foster 
child— she is part of the family. 
"We think L,an is the perfect 
child," she said. "We just call 
her Lan Goodwin." 

"She's just been a doll," 
Robert said. 

"We think Lan is the per- 
fect child."— Mary Anne 
Goodwin, foster parent to 
Nguyen Lan. 

But Mary Anne added that she 
thinks Lan is getting a little 
spoiled. 

Lan said she enjoys being part 
of the Goodwin family. In fact, 
she refers to Mary Anne as 



"mom." 

Lan still has an uncle living in 
Vietnam, and a brother, who in 
September, came to the United 
States. Her natural mother is 
dead, according to Mary Anne, 
and Lan doesn't know her father. 

In addition to Lan, the Good- 
wins also have four other 
children, including an adopted 
daughter, who was 18 months old 
when she came to the family from 
Korea. 

Robert credits his other 
children with helping Lan adjust 
and with breaking the language 
barrier. He said when he had dif- 
ficulty understanding what Lan 
wanted, the other children 
usually were able to figure it out. 

Now, Lan speaks English quite 
well, in a soft voice. In fact, she 
has received honors in her 



English as a second language 
{»urse at Bayside High School. 
She said she did not find learning 
English very difficult. 

Lan said although America 
seemed different at first, she said 
she doesn't think there is much 
difference between the two 
cultures now. 

i But Mary Anne said the food 
ifMid the clothes were a big ad- 
justment for Lan. Robert said 
Liui also used to listen to Viet- 
namese music and watch Viet- 
namese movies quite often. 

Lan said she will probably not 
gp back to Vietnam. According 
t6 Peters, children like Lan 
would not be allowed to return. 
Peters said Amerasians are con- 
sidered outcasts, and the Viet- 
namese government is anxious to

Out of Luck? Holiday program helps the needy

A week before Christmas, a 
father comes home to his family 
with a pink slip in his hand. He 
has been laid off work, and 
without his paycheck, there may 
not be a Christmas meal. 

This situation is one of many 
that the "Holiday Project" 
program, sponsored by the 
Virginia Beach Depfttttttettt of 
Social Servlow, deab with, "W- 



cording to EOeen Stevens, head 
of the program. 

Volunteers work from October 
through December, organizing 
food baskets to bring to needy 
people for Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. 

Stevens said most of the 
families the program serves are 
ones that have some unexpected 
problem and cannot provide 
necessitiw. For example, she said 
the family braadwinner might 



have an accident or a health 
problem and not be able to work. 
Or there may have been a 
separation or divorce in the 
family, and the parent can't meet 
the children's needs. 

Senior citizens, especially 
seniors living alone, are also 
potential candidates for the 
program. "These are people who 
are living on $200 or $300 a.; 
month," she said. - -^ 

However, the program only 



serves Social Service clients, ac- 
cording to Stevens. 

Potential food sponsors are 
contacted, and matched with 
needy families and individuals. 
Stevens said each donor can 
provide for just one family, or 
take several families. 

Hdkm Hawver, coordinator for 

the program, said the biggest 

group of sponsors are from local 

churches, followed by businesses,

Citizens will be given an oppor- 
tunity -to voice their opinions on 
Virginia Beach School Board ap- 
pointments at a public hearing 
Thursday at 2 p.m. in the city 
council chambers. 

The public hearing is required 
by state law. 

From the nominations which 
may be made at Thursday's 
hearing and the ten candidates in- 
terviewed by city council last 
week, the council will appoint

Low i ncome residents helped out 

$45 million fund to 
finance senior housing 



Officials of the Virginia 
Housing Development Authority 

recently established a $45 million 
fund to finanqe-housing for lower 
income Virginians and Virginia 
Beach residents, especially the 
elderly, handicapped and 
homeless. 

The fund, called the Virginia 
Housing Fund, is the largest 
housing fund established by any 
housing finance agency in the 
nation. 

The Virginia Housing Fund will 
be capitalized by money from the 
Virginia Housing Development 
Authority's general fund. 
Virginia Housing obtains its funds 
through the sale of tax-exempt 
bonds and notes. 

"The fund was created to 
respond to the growing housing 
needs of Virginians which have 
been identified by many state 
agencies and by many members 
of the General Assembly, 
especially members of the Special 



General Laws Subcommittee 
StudyingjHousing in Urbanized 
Areas jiiis fund also represents 
an attH^t to respond to drastic 
cutbacks in federal housing 
programs," said Virginia 
Housing Chairman George W. 
Mumford, Jr. 

Virginia Housing will also 
work closely with local govern- 
ments, like the City of Virginia 
Beach, as well as private 
organizations to develop housing 
programs responsive to housing 
needs, Mumford said. 

"We shall seek the most 
creative uses of this limited, non- 
renewable fund. We want to 
forge partnerships with other 
public and private bodies to 
■ develop Tiew programs utilizing 
such mechanisms as leveraging, 
credit enhancements, gap finan- 
cing, deferred payments, below 
market loan rates and bond issue 
supports to meet the housing 
needs of deserving Virginians," 
Mumford said. 



Virginia Beach City Council 
members and staff members met 
with Congressman-elect Owen 
Pickett at a recent breakfast 
meeting to bring Pickett up-to- 
date on f^eral issues facing the 
city. 

One important concern 
brought up by dty officials was 
receiving funding from the 
fwieral government for various 
sand replenishment projects 
going on in the city. 

Mayor Robert Jones said the 
city had been promiswi sand 
from a r«;ent dredging at Thim- 
Hf Shoals, but was told the sand 



was not beach quality and would 
be dumped offshore. He said the 
city is afraid of something similar 
happening with other projects, 
and wants Pickett's support in 
Congress. 

Other beach protection con- 
cerns involved building a break- 
water for a hurricane protection 
project along the Boardwalk, and 
having more sand for beach 
nourishment projects. 

Pickett told council members 
he wants to work cl<»ely with the 
Virginia Beach City Council 
during his term.

Ridglea league stands up for neighborhood

TMi is the eleventh in a aeries 
of arti^s abont the Conndl of 
Civic OiSBBintions and BMmber 
dvtelcagaM. 

The 121-home community, 
bounded by Princess Anne Road 
and Parliament and Leeburg 
Drives, and serv^ by the Ridglea 
Civic League is small, but c\o»- 
knit, according to league 
president Al L^m. 

"We're very fortunate, 
because that little neighborhood 
is Mlf-contaiMd," hie said. "It's 



a very social kind of neigh- 
borhood." 

In fact, Leon said that the 
civic league was formed in 1969 
to oppose a townhouse being 
built in the area. He said residents 
feared the townhouse would 
impose on sewage, traffic and 
schools for the community. 

For four years, he said, the 
league was successful in preven- 
ting development, but eventually, 
the townhouse was built. One of 
the results of that townhouse, 
and others built in the area, ac- 
cording to Leon, was over- 



crowding in the nearby school, 
resulting in Ridglea students 
having to take a bus to another 
school. 

He said the civic l«igue has 
been very active in opposing 
multiple-family dwellings and 
high-density housing. 

Ridglea has also been active in 
the block security program, L«>n 
said, to keep the neighborhood 
free from crime. The league also 
aipports tl» kxal fire (^»rt- 
ment and rescue squad. 

Social events also play a i«rt in 
uniting the community and 



keeping the league intact. 

Leon said in the summer the 
league put^ on a block party, 
closing off one block of the 
neighbor^od and providing 
games for the children. 

In the winter, he said, Ridglea 
either has a Thanksgiving or a 
Christmas buffet. This year, the 
league is having a Quistmas party, 
with turkeys^ being provided by 
the league. ' 

Bags niled with caiKlles will also 
Une the sidewalks during Christ- 
mas. Leon said thu is the third 
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Feeding Tidewate's hungry 

With the hoUday season comes bright lights, 
family gatherings, and for many, an overabun- 
dance of good things to eat. But for 350 families, 
plus many more who go to chtlttSies, pantry and 
soup kitchens for meals, there may not be much to 
eat this holiday season. 

Cindy Creede of the Southeastern Virginia Food 
Bank, the largest supplier of food to the needy in 
the Tidewater area including Virginia Beach issued 
an urgent call. She said this year, the Food Bank 
would have had to turn away hundreds of people 
because the bank simply did not have enough to go 
around. 

There still is a need for non-perishable foods, 
like canned goods and packaged items. 

The shortage occurred in part because super- 
markets that used to send unsold food to the bank 
now must send it to reclamation sites. 

However, a supermarket in Tidewater and many 
private groups rallied to the call and provided the 
needed food, preventing many families from going 
hungry. 

There is a similar food need in Virginia Beach as 
well. 

The Department of Social Services is sponsoring 
the "Holiday Project," which provided 425 
Thanksgiving food baskets and 585 Christmas food 
baskets last year to needy Virginia Beach residents 
in the Social Services program. 

But donors for the "Holiday Project" are 
needed. About 300 families were without sponsors 
at Thanksgiving. Individuals or groups wishing to 
donate food or sponsor a family for Christmas can 
call 43 1-3200. 

In addition, the project needs volunteers to help 
with sorting and distributing the food for the 
Christmas distribution. 

The food will go to senior citizens, the handi- 
capped, and children whose parents have died, are 
injured, or who cannot provide food for the 
family. 

Although there are many worthy causes to give 
to around the holiday season, the Food Bank and 
the "Holiday Project" are two which need more 
support this year. 

";'With some help, some Virginia Beach residents— 
and others in Hampton Roads— will not have to 
choose between "heat or eat."

•Toys that say ' 'non-toxic" on the label. 

•Toys that are resistant to shattering or sphn- 
tering. 

•Fire-resistant toys. 

•Strong construction that will hold up to a lot of 
abuse. 

•Electric toys with the Underwriters 
Laboratories marker.

tension Service, children in different age groups 
have different needs. 

For infants, toys that squeak, honk and move 
without batteries are the best. Toddlers need more 
realistic-looking toys, like replicas of cars, dolls 
and dishes. 

For children between ages three and four, toys 
do not need to be as realistic, and should be 
something that can be changed from day to day. 
Blocks are a good example. 

Costumes that allow a child to dress up as police 
officers, firefighters, or other occupations are also 
good choices. 

Elementary-school children can learn best from 
board games with specific rules. It is best to apply 
the rules loosely at first, until the rules are learned.

Virginia death penalty unfair to prisoners 



Editor: 

This is to request your help in 
informing and educating Virginia 
government officials and com- 
munity leaders about capital 
punishment, and to ask for your 
mercy and compassion when it 
comes to assigning the punish- 
ment to prisoners. 

I make this request because the 
selection and use of capital 
punishment in Virginia is defec- 
tive and unfair for these reasons: 

•Its assignment is arbitrary and 
capricious, because similar crimes 
in other jurisdictions or in the 
same jurisdiction have not 
reftui^ 4a death penalty 
proceedings, and because there 
are no controls, standards, or 
defenses in the initial conception 
and selection of these 
proceedings. 

•The selection of the death 
penalty is at the political and per- 
sonal interests and prejudices of 
prosecutors and their staffs. They 
may be influenced by public 
pressures or human errors. 

Moreover, some prosecutors 
are known to strongly favor 
executing prisoners, whereas 
others are known for judicial 
reason and moderation, and in 
some cases mercy and com- 
passi(m, when it comes to select- 
ing prisoners for death sentences 
in Virginia. Therefore,, who is 
assigned a death sentence dqioids 
more on who the prosecutor is 
and what his prejudices are than 
the facts in the case. 

•The Virginia criminal justice 
system's death penalty program 
by its very nature discriminates 
against minorities. 

Samuel Oross and Robert 
Mauro of Stanford University 
have shown that in Virginia, a 
person who kills a white person is 
eight to 10 times more likely to be 
sentenced to death than one who 
kilb a black person. 

William J. Bowers and Glenn 
L. Pierce of the Center for Ap- 
{jied Social Researdi at Ncnth- 
eastern University found that 
the race of both the offender and 
victim had a tremoHlous mpaa 
on the chances that a death sen- 
tence would be handed 
down— "black killers and killers 
of whites are substantially more 



likely than others to receive a, 
death sentence." 

Some evidence of this 
discrimination is found in the 
fact that today, minorities make 
up over 60 percent of Virginia's 
death row prisoners. 

Also, 83 percent of all the 
prisoners executed in Virginia 
have been black, and 73 percent 
of all those killed in Virginia's 
electric chair since 1908 have 
been black. 

Virginia has also executed 
more prisoners and more women 
than any other state in our 
nation. 

•Since the death penalty 1/ 
absolute, while its application 
must always be-lmperfect, it 
should not be used, as it is not 
used in a number of jurisdictions, 
states, and countries. 

At the very least, it should be a 
very rare punishment for rare 
crimes, inflicted for overriding 
reasons of great public interest 
and only after every procedural 
safeguard is observed. This is 
especially not the case in death 
penalty proceedings in Virginia. 

•Criminal justice systems, 
Virginia's being no exception, are 
not sufficiently reliable to merit 
the finality of death. 

Some recent news reports 
showing the unreliability of 



depends on shifting the blame to 
someone else, can only be 
unreliable. 

•The current practice of 
allowing only death penalty ad- 
vocates to serve on capital juries 
that detomine the innocence or 
guilt of a defendent, not punish- 
ment, ensures that only the most 
vengeful people serve on such 
juries. 

•Rigid adherence to procedural 
rules during appeals to death sen- 
tences, -especially, in following 
Virginia's contemporaneous ob- 
jection rule that prohibits the in- 
troduction of new evidence or 
issued j sannor but make ^a 
mockery of fairness and justice. 

•The lack of review of the 
whole trial for sierious errors by 
the Virginia Supreme Court en- 
sures unfairness, and explains in 
part why this unnecssarily over- 
conservative Court upholds death 
sentences 87 percent of the time, 
as compared to the national 
average of S2 percent, and does 
so faster than any other state 
supreme court in our nation. 

•Prisoners selected for the 
death jjenalty in Virginia receive 
the "bare bone" minimum of 
legal assistance, and as a result, 
are selected to be executed.

Merritt of New Jersey. The 
literature is full of similar sad 
examples. 

And to rectify the injustice of 
the few that are lucky enough to 
be discovered requires ^ars of 
work by pools of attorneys, as 
happened in these two cases. 

A recent study has shown that 
even in death penalty cases where 
the prisoner has been found 
innocent, it has takaa years to have 
the innocent person released 
from prison. The guilty person in 
these cases, for the most part, 
was never prosecuted for his 
capital offense. 

•TlK curroit i»actice of grant- 
ing immunity to accomplices in 
capital cases, in return for their 
testimony against defendants, is 
blatantly biased against defen- 
dents. The testimony of a wit- 
ness, whose own freedom and life 



defense counsel for indigent 
prisoners, the only kind that are 
selected in Virginia for the death 
penalty. 

This fee is the lowest in the 
nation. It does not take much to 
understand that it cannot buy 
much defense, particularly when 
prosecutors have almost 
unlimited resources and fmancial 
means to obtain a death sentence. 

•Not recognizing the rights of 
the condemned to appai their 
sentence beyond the Virginia 
Supreme Court shows an innate 
unfairness in Virginia's prisoner 
death assigning proceedings, and 
a vengefulness that is not 
necessary. 

•Opponents of the death 

penalty are not allowed to testify 

at death penalty proceedings or in 

any way voice their opinions and

Imagination 

I have lived most of my life in 
the world of imagination. I don't 
mean to say that I'm walking 
around with my head in the 
clouds, but I am a very avid book 
reader, and I have started to write 
more novels than I care to think 
about. 

As a child, my favorite com- 
panion was an invisible black 
horse I rode to school every day. 
I had read almost all of Walter 
Farley's "Black Stallion " stories, 
so I just adopted his black 
Arabian as my own. I even wrote 
a few horse stories, although I 
had never been on a horse in my 
life.

While the other kids wrote 
about sitting at the table, eating 
turkey with their families, I sym- 
pathized with the turkey. 

In fact, in the story, I was the 
turkey. It ended with the gory 
lines, "The farmer cut off my 
head. I was dead." 
- 1 get kidded about that story 
fej^eryTMarikBgiving, btcsmae my 
mother always brings it out to 
show the relatives, in case they've 
forgotten about it from last year. 

But right now, I'd like to share 
my column with two aspiring 
young writers in the third grade 
at King's Grant Elementary 
School. Their teacher, Mrs. San- 
dra DesFosses, sent in two stories 
her students wrote. 

I am leaving the stories exactly 
as they were written, except for 
putting them in paragraph form.

When I got out of bed and was 
brushing my teeth, I looked in 
the mirror and discovered that I 
had turned into a chalkboard 
with one mouth, one nose, two 
eyes, two ears, two legs, and two 
arms.

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Excellence in education; a plan for Virginia 



LET'S TALK

The Virginia Education 
Association's fall instructional 
conference focused on the report 
of the Governor's Commission 
on Excellence in Education. 
There have been many public 
education reform reports 
generated since the first report, 
"A Nation at Risk," was 
published and publicized. 

What makes Virginia's report 
on Excellence in Education 
especially promising is the fact 
that the makeup of the com- 
mission included the members of 
the state Board of Education 
along with other prominent 
citizens of Virginia. 

The leaders in our state, who 
are in the position to affect the 
course of public education into 
the 21st century for Virginia, are 
the ones who reached a consensus 
on the reform initiatives that are 
contained in the commission 
report. 

The remaining factor, funding, 
lies in the hands of the governor 
and the General Assembly. At 
this point in time. Gov. Baliles 
has been relatively silent on the 
cost ramifications of the report. 

Individual General Assembly 
members have grumbled that the 
state has other pressing needs in 
addition to public education. 

Hopefully, as the costs for the 



various proposals are defined and 
refined, these decision-makers 
will continue to realize that in- 
vestments in public education 
bring jobs and economic 
prosperity to the state many times 
over. 

What are the major recom- 
mendations in the Commission 
on Excellence in Education 
report? The report is broken 
down into six sections. 

Breaking the Cycle of Illiteracy 
and Disparity is the title of the 
first section. 

The commission recommends: 
that Virginia's school divisions 
provide voluntary developmental 
preschool programs for 4-year- 
old children; that literacy tests in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic 
be conducted in grade six, with a 
"Literacy Passport" issued to 
thosr who pass and that remedial 
programs, including summer 
school, be mandated for students 
who score in the bottom one- 
fourth of the tests. 

Lifting the Level of Teaching 
and Leadership, the second sec- 
tion, calls for a rigorous un- 
dergraduate degree in an arts and 
sciences discipline be required for 
all teachers. 

The commission wants 
education courses to be limited to 
18 semester hours. The com- 
mission recommends that all 
colleges and universities review 
and restructure their programs 
for educating teachers . 

The commission asserts that 
Virginia must have^ competitive 
teachers' salaries that will attract 
and J, keep highly-qualified 
teachers. To further the 
realization of this goal, the com- 
mission wants Virginia to provide 
financial incentives to school 
divisions for developing and 
implementing ways to keep effec- 
tive teachers in the classroom. 

The commission also sees the 
principal as the most important 
person in the school. Consequen- 
tly, they recommend that 
graduate programs in school ad- 
ministration provide rnore em- 
phasis on leadership skills and 
teacher evaluation, as well as an 



assessment program for all 
principals applying for re- 
certification. 

The next section is titled 
Talking Advantage of 
Technology. The commission 
calls for the employment of an 
assistant superintendent for 
technology to develop and direct 
a detailed five-year plan to make 
educational technology an in- 
tegral part of public education. 

Electronic classrooms are 
recommended to be available to 
all schools from the state's five 
educational stations. They 
recommend that teachers in the 
middle school grades be provided 
with a microcomputer for the 
classroom and instruction. 

The commission wants the 
Virginian Public School 
Authority to initiate a loan 
program for providing financing 
to school divisions for com- 
puters, video equipment, satellite 
transmission receivers, video-disc 
players, and other technological 
equipment. 

Strengthening the Crucial Linic 
is the fourth section in the report. 
In this section, the commission 
recommends that the Department 
of Education begin immediately 
to restructure education in the 
middle schools. 

The commission further 
recommends that all school 
divisions take measures to 
reduce their dropout rates, with 
special emphasis on assisting 
students in middle school who are 
potential dropouts. 

The final sections of the report. 
Keeping Score and Being Ac- 
countable and Making It Hap- 
pen, call for the redefinition of 
the duties and responsibilities of 
the board of education, the 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, school boards, superinten- 
dents, and principals. 

The commission also wants the 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion to identify schools that are 
exceptional and schools that are 
educationally deficient. With this 
recommendation, the com- 
mission wants to fund two school 
grant programs to reward excep- 



tional schools and to help 
deficient schools. 

To ensure that all possible 
progress is made on its recom- 
mendations, the commission calls 
for an oversight committee to 
review, the efforts of the state in 
implementing the recommen- 
dations of the Commission on 
Excellence in Education. 
: In concluding its report, the 
commission stated, "This report 
contains guideposts for making 
Virginia's schools among the very 
best in the nation. Thomas Jef- 
ferson, even prior to his gover- 
norship during the American 
Revolution, wrote, 'that free 
government rests, as does all 
progress, upon the broadest dif- 
fusion of knowledge...' There are 
additional reasons that compel us 
now to exhort Virginians to lift 
-the level of teaching all of our 
schools. Our students must be 
better prepared to live and work 
in a highly competitive, 
technological society. Virginia 
must be able to compete in the 
natibnal and international 
marketplace." 

"Implementation of the 
suggestions made in this report 
will require bold leadership at 
every level of government in the 
Commonwealth and at every 
level of our system of education. 
But the future of public 
education in Virginia, in the ftnal 
analysis, will be determined by 
the people of Virginia. We 
believe that a public school 
system in the first rank of states is 
within Virginia's reach and that 
bold action at this time can 
achieve fulfillment of Jefferson's 
vision and also prove a wise in- 
vestment in Virginia's future."

Death penalty^ias major disadvantages

facts in what i$ i^med judicial 
system in assigning the penalty. 

•There has never been a full 
and impartial public hearing or 
inquiry on the establishment and 
use of the death penalty in 
Virginia. 

•The death penalty in Virginia 
is only used against the poor and 
uneducated, and usually against 
prisoners who are mentally 
deficient or who have limited in- 
tellectual capacity. 

•The emotionally-laden 
aggravating circumstances 
variables, "future 

dangerousness" and "vileness" 
needed to impose death senten- 
ces in Virginia mean whatever a 
prosecutor wants them to mean. 
They are not defined by any 
judicial or legal standards or 
requirements. 

And although the American 
Psychiatric Association orohibits 
its members from making predic- 
tions on future dangerousness 
because they are so unreUable, 
Virginia mental health 
professionals have made, and con- 
tinue to make, such predictions. 
The results have sentenced 
prisoners to death. 

Moreover, no expert witnesses 
are allowed to testify in death 
penalty proceedings to the 
association's position that such 
predictions cannot be made. 

•Virginia government officials 
allow the execution of the men- 
tally iU and of diildren to the age 
of 15 years. 

Black children as young as 12 
years of age have been executed 
in Virginia. Prisoner Morris 
Mason, although mentally 



ill. 



-i was executed on June 25, 1985. 
He was reported to be a mentally 
retarded paranoid schizophrenic 
with an I.Q. of 66. 

•The "willingness of the courts 
and state governments to ex- 
pedite proceedings in order to 
bring about speedy executions" 
has made it too hard for defen- 
dents to appeal errors by judges 
and by their own lawyers. They 
are denied an adequate oppor- 
tunity to present their defenses. 

Moreover, the courts have 
"implemented a scheme in which 
capital defendants receive less 
time to present their cases to the 
court than noncapital defendan- 
ts." (Justice Thurgood Marshall, 
New York Times, September 7, 
1985). 

•Local defense attorneys in 
death penalty cases are not 
trained or experienced in 
providing sound and complete 
legal counsel. TTiey are "un- 
familiar with the special rules 
that apply in capital cases" and 
"make serious mistakes." 
(Justice Marshall, New York 
Times, September 7, 1985). 

Moreover, the Commonwealth 
of Virginia and none of its bar 
associations have ever taken any 
steps to educate and train these 
defense attorneys, so that fair 
and adequate trials are conducted 
for prisoners picked for death 
sentences. 

•These death penalty 
proceedings threaten my freedom 
and liberties and dignity and the 
democracy I now enjoy l^cause 
they are a sort of open and public 
dress rehearsal for the violation 
of all human rights. 

That is, they end in the torture 
and killing of prisoners under the 



appearance of doing something 
about violent crime, without 
having to touch in any way the 
basic structures and relations in 
society, which might actually 
have someting to do with these 
crimes. 

Each time a prisoner in 
Virginia is considered for a death 
sentence or is executed, many of 
us recall the words of the 
distinguished Soviet physicist and 
crusader for human rights, An- 
drieSakharov. 

Although strong words, they 
address some basic issues well: 

"I regard the death penalty as 
a savage and immoral institution 
that undermines the moral and 
legal foundations of a society. 

As a state, in the person of its 
functionaries, who like all people 
are inclined to making superficial 
conclusions, who like all people 
are subject to influences, connec- 
tioni, prejudices and egocentric 
motivations for their behavior, 
takes upon itself the right to the 
most terrible and irreversibL 
act— the deprivation of life. 

Such a state cannot expect an 
improvement of the moral at- 
mosphere in its country. I reject 
the notion that the death penalty 
has any essential deterrent effect 
on potential offenders. 

I am convinced that the con- 
trary is true — that savagery 
begets savagery." 

Thank you for allowing me to 
bring this serious matter to your 
attention.

city departments, schools and 
school clubs, hospitals, and the 
Virginia Beach Jaycees, who are 
putting on a Christmas party so 
needy children can shop for 
presents. Hawver said this year, 
there has been an increase in the 
number of individual families 
who are sponsors. 

Stevens said those who do not 
want to sponsor a family can 
send in donations of food or gifts. 
The program also receives 
food from the school system and 
canned food drives. 

Approximately 800 families 
and individuals have been 
referred to the "holiday 



Project" this year tor just 
Thanksgiving food baskets. 
Hawver said. She said about 500 
of those families are being 
helped. 

Last year, the program 
distributed 425 Thanksgiving 
baskets and 585 Christmas 
baskets. 

Stevens said the goal is to help 
all the applicants by Christmas, 
especially those who could not be 
helped at Thanksgiving. 

The program still needs spon- 
sors as well as volunteers, accord- 
ing to Stevens. The program 
presently has 12 volunteers, who 
work one day a week for six 
hours a day. 

"They really have been great," 



Hawver said. 

The program itself begin 
about 16 years ago. Before then, 
according to Stevens, social 
workers just organized things in- 
dividually to help families they 
know. She said as the city grew, 
the project grew too large to be 
handled individually. 

The benefits from "Holiday 
Project" sometimes extend 
beyond Thanksgiving and 
Christmas.

Although the Goodwins said 
they are pleased to have Lan be a 
member of their family, and 
happy with the Connections 
program, they would probably 
not take in another foster child . 

The reason, according to Mary 
Anne, is there just isn't enough 
room. The Goodwins recently

terstate commerce. 

Based on the report of that 
meeting, the General Assembly 
on Nov. 23, 1786 approved an 
"act for appointing Deputies 
from the Commonwealth to a 
convention proposed to be held 
in the City of Philadelphia in 
May next, for the purpose of 
revising the Federal Con- 
stitution." 

The authorizing act contains 
interesting language. In its first 
section, the General Assembly 
concludes that they "can no 
longer doubt that the crisis is ar- 
rived at which the good people of 
America are to decide the solemn 
question, whether they will be 
wise and magnanimous efforts 
reap the just fruits of that in- 
dependence, which they have so 
gloriously acquired... and to don- 
cur in such further concessions 
and provisions, as may , be 
necessary to secure the great ob- 
jects for which that Goveroment 
was instituted, and to render the 
United States as happy in peace, 
as they have been glorious in 



war." 

Section II of the act authorizes 
the appointment by secret joint 
ballot vote of both Houses of 
Assembly seven Commissioners, 
and set a quorum of three to act 
as deputies from the Common- 
wealth, to meet with the deputies 
from other states in Philadelphia. 

On Monday morning, Dec. 4, 
1786, the House "proceeded by 
joint ballot with the Senate, to 
the appointment of seven 
deputies from this Common- 
wealth, to a Convention..." 

When a coimnittee to examine 
the ballots returned from the 
conference chamber, it reported 
that it had found a majority of 
votes in favor of George 
Washington, Patrick Henry, 
Edmund Randolph, John Blair, 
JaiAes Madison, George Mason 
and George Wythe. 

These seven were officially 
named depuries to the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1787. 

Governor Randolph, however, 
found it necessary in May tof ap- 
point Dr. James McClurg to 



who 



replace Patrick Henry, 
declined his appointment. 

There has been much 
speculation about this appoint- 
ment. While Dr. McClurg was 
unquestionably a brilliant man, 
having graduated from Wiliiaih 
and Mary with high honors at the 
age of 16, he had absolutely no 
political experience. In any event, 
McClurg soon realized that he 
was ill-equipped for his role, and 
departed for good in July. 

George Wythe also left before 
the Convention ended. In fact, he 
went home in June to be with his 
dying wife, and never returned. 

Of the five Virginians who 
stayed to the end, two— George 
Mason and Edmund Randolph- 
refused to sign the final 
document. There is no record 
that James Blair ever spoke 
during the deliberations from 
May to September, but by adding 
his name to those of George 
Washington and James Madison, 
the necessary quorum of three 
was met. Thus, the Common- 
wealth was officially recorded in 
favor of the Constitution.

in math from the University of 
Pennsylvania. He also ' has 
associate degrees in applied 
science and data processing and 
accounting from Tidewater 
Community College and a 
master's degree in business ad- 
ministration from Golden Gate 
University. 

Hall is a supervisor of records 
in the micrographics department 
of the City of Virginia Beach. 

Hall served in the Navy for 31 
years, retiring as a commander in 
1974. He teaches business math 
at Tidewater Community 
College. While in the Navy, he 
was executive officer of the Fleet 
Training Center in Norfolk, 
which operates 10 schools with a 
staff of 450. 

He and his wife Mary have 
three children, who attended 
public schools. All are alumni of 
Pennsylvania State University. 
The Halls also have five grand- 
children. 

Hall is chairman of the board 
of the Virginia Beach Municipal 
Employees Credit Union and is a 
speaker for the United Fund. 

He said he believes in strong 
discipline, that the role of the 
superintendent is the same as that 
of the city manager to the city 
council. He said he is open to 
greater cooperation between the 
school board and city council. He 
emphasized the possible money- 
saving aspects of the school and 
city operations. 

Dr. Joshua Edwards 

Edwards, who attended public 
schools in Norfolk, received his 
bachelor of arts degree in biology 
from St. Augustine College in 
Raleigh, N.C. He also has a 
master's degree in counseling 
education and higher academics 
and a doctorate in higher 
education administration and 
counseling education from the 
University of Pittsburgh. 

He is a professor in the 
education department at Norfolk 
State University, where he has 
been associated for close to nine 
years. 

Before his present position, he 
was dean of students at St. 
Augustine College and at 
Edgewood College in Madison, 
Wise. 

He and his ^fe have three 
children, one son who is a 
graduate of Kellam High School, 
a daughter who is a student at 
Green Run Elementary School 
and a pre-school-aged son. 

Edwards has served on the 
Gtizens Advisory Committee for 
Community Development and as 
a member of the Virginia Beach 
Development Corporation. He 
also served on the faculty senate 
at Norfolk State. 

Edwards believes that em- 
phasis in education should be 
idaccd at the clonentary level. He 
said the dropouts come at the 
high school level, but that stiutents 
drop out mentally at the 
elementary level. 

He said that teachers are 
teaching subjects for which they 
are not qualified. He therefore 
believes in the team teaching ap- 
proach in the elementary school 
with the teachers rotating instead 
of the students. 

Edwards added that every child 
should not be educated in a par- 
ticular manner, just as everyone 
should not be president of the 
United States. 

Edwards believes that the 
school board should be elected by 
the people and should be respon- 
sible for fund raising. 



He said the school board and 
city council can work together for 
a common cause, that the school 
board meeting should be open to 
the public, and that the new 
superintendent should be 
somebody who is willing to com-, 
promise. 

He said that he has had ex- 
perience with a budget at Norfolk 
State and that he would be ac- 
cessible to the public if elected. 
Cleils Freeman 
Born in North Carolina, 
Freeman grew up in Portsmouth 
where she was graduated from 
the Woodrow Wilson High 
School. 

She received her bachelor of 
science in math from Radford 
College and her master's degree 
in guidance counseling from the 
College of William and Mary. 
She also took advanced studies in 
school administration at the 
University of Virginia . 

She taught overseas while with 
her husband while serving in the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers, at 
Great Bridge High School in 
Chesapeake and in Alexandria. 
In 1958, when the Freemans 
established their home in 
Thoroughgood, she taught in 
Thoroughgood. 

She also taught and was a 
guidance counselor at Princess 
Anne High School, was a guidance 
director at Cox High School, 
and assistant principal at Kemps- 
ville High School for six years. 

She is a member of University 
Women and of Delta Kappa 
Gamma, honorary educational 
fraternity. The Freemans have 
two sons who attended public 
schools in Virginia Beach. 

She said her concerns are 
maintaining the quality of 
education but cutting costs— the 
program should be reviewed and 
some programs can be con- 
solidated; to replace the superin- 
tendent who has been recognized 
nationally, is "farsighted, 
aggressive and hard to replace;" 
overcrowded schools; drugs, and 
the increase in teen-aged 
pregnancies. 

She said the school board 
needs more representation from 
the education area and more 
women. 

She said she would not mind 
justifying school board costs to 
council and as for drugs, she said 
she needs more background, but 
that schools can't be everything. 

As much as she admired 
Brickell, she said, she would not 
necessarily look for the same 
characteristics in a new superin- 
tendent. She said that Virginia 
Beach is fortunate in that the job 
is a choice one and the city can 
look the whole country over. 
Linda Williams 
Williams, a graduate of Over- 
brook High School in 
Philadelphia, attended Mont- 
gomery County Community 
College in Pennsylvania and 
West Chester (Pa.) State College. 
All four of her children are 
students at the Shelton Park 
Elementary School. 
Her husband is in the Navy. 
The Williams' have resided in 
Virginia Beach for four years. 
She said that her Navy 
background will fill a void on tlje 
school board by introducing 
special concerns of the children 
of military personnel who make 
frequent moves. 

Although she is not familiar 
with state law as it relates to 
schools, Williams said, "I can 
learn; I'm available." 

In a new superintendent, she 
said, she would look for ability.

honor and respect. 

She said the average military 
family moves 11 to 12 times 
during the children's school 
career, and each of their schools 
has its own standards. She said 
she would like to represent these 
families, not to water down the 
standards. 

Dr. M. Boyd Jones 

A native of Gloucester, Jones 
received his bachelor of science 
degree from Hampton Institute 
and his master's and doctorate 
from Cornell University. 

He is presently retired, 
professor emeritus, from Norfolk 
State University, but teaches one 
class evenings and tutors in 
mathematics during the day. 

Before coming here in 1964, 
Jones taught in St. Paul's 
College, Lawrenceville; 
Maryland State on the Eastern 
Shore and Alabama State. He 
also taught at the high school 
level in several places. 

The Joneses have four 
children: one daughter, a 
graduate of Bayside High School 
who was graduated from Rad- 
cliffe, and three sons, all of 
whom were graduated from Nor- 
folk State University. 

The oldest is a major in the 
Medical Corps, stationed in FVank- 
fort, the second son is in elec- 
tronics locally, and the youngest 
is studying medicine at Meharry. 

Jones has been president of his 
civic league and a member of the 
Council of Civic Organizations. 

He received a $10,000 grant 
from Exxon to do experimental 
work in math, and believes that 
youngsters are the ultimate 
product of the schools. 

He believes in pre-school 
classes, but says that age is not 
the key. 

In answering council's 
questions, he said that maybe 

children should be kept at school 
before and after school hours to 
provide working parents a place 
where the children can be super- 
vised, but, he said, that it would 
depend on the finances and the 
time available. 

Jones had no objections to 
disusing line items in the school 
budget with the city council and 
believes that the superintendent 
should be one who establishes 
rapport with his associates and 
knows what's going on. / 
Dr. Gordon Bnhrer 

Buhrer, a 30-year Navy 
veteran, believes that the ad- 
ministrative staff for Virginia 
Beach schools could be reduced 
and the administrators put back 
in the classrooms teaching their 
specialties. 

Buhrer, who received his doc- 
torate degree in business admin- 
istration from George. 
Washington University, has been 
associated with Old Dominion 
University for 14 years, five years 
in the classroom and nine years in 
administration. 

While in the Navy, he served 



for four years with isACLAN 1 in 
Brussels. 

His wife taught in the elemen- 
tary schools for ten years and the 
Buhrers have two children, who 
graduated from the Virginia 
Beach school system. 

He said his primary goal as a 
board member would be to im- 
prove the schools at the elemen- 
tary, level. From four years 
through the elementary years, he 
said, the instruction is almost ar- 
chaic. 

He said that he had a more 
modern education 40 or 50 years 
ago. The middle and upper 
schools , he said , are mpdern . 

He said that is wa?not fair to 
expect a teacher to be proficient 
in 10 or 12 subjects, and that 
using some of the administrators 
to teach their specialties would 
provide more teachers. 

Buhrer believes that the great 
group of average children are not 
getting attention. He also believes 
in a platoon system, a kind of 
team teaching setting, so that one 
teacher would not have so many 
subjects to teach. 

He said that while some 
changes may add to the expense, 
other changes can be made that 
won't cost anything. 

Buhrer said the new superin- 
tendent should have had ex- 
perience in a large school system 
or his learning time would be too 
long; should have a broad range 
of experience in vocational and 
(classic) education, and should be 
capable of developing programs. 
Buhrer, who is now back in the 
classroom at ODU, said that he 
teaches three days a week and 
would be accessible to the public. 
Ernestine Middleton 
Middleton is a native of 
Virginia Beach, who graduated 
from Kemps ville High School. 
She has a bachelor of science 
degree from Madison College, a 
master's from the College of 
William and Mary and is enrolled 
in a doctorate program at 
Virginia Polytechnic University 
Institute and State University. 

She worked as a school 
librarian in Virginia Beach for 14 
years before she remarried 11 
years ago. She has seven children, 
all of whom attended Virginia 
Beach schools. 

Middleton is treasurer of the 
Virginia Beach Arts and 
Humanities Committee, on the 
Arts and Artists Committee, and 
was appointed three years ago by 
the governor to the Virginia 
Beach Erosion Council. 

She also served as parliamen- 
tarian of her civic league, 
secretary and vice president of 
the Women's Club, and is a 
member of the University 
Women. Middleton said her 
priority would be basic 
education. 

She said that there may be 
some overlapping of facilities in 
the city, such as recreation and 
libraries, and that, as a taxpayer. 



Tips offered on 
preventing freezing pipes 



Freezing pipes are a common 
p-oblon during the winter months 
in Virginia Beach, so it's im- 
portant to take precautions to 
avoid breakage and flooding. 

"Cold weather can mean |pig 
headaches and expensive repairs 
for homeowners who fail to 
protect their homes from the 
costly damage caused by frozen 
pipes that break," said Andrew 
Lyons, vice president of fire and 
allied lines for a national in- 
surance firm. 

To help homeowners prevent 
the aggravation and expense of 
frozen ^ipes, Lyons offers the 
following advice. 

•Be sure to check on pipes in 
unheated areas of the home— the 
basement, craw! spaces, exterior 
walls and laundry room. These 
are the ones that are most likely 
to freeze. 

•On particularly cold days, 
allow inside faucets to drip 
slowly, and open cabinets under- 
neath sinks to allow heat to reach 
the pipes. 

•Insulate pipes. Special types 
of insulation are available for 
pipes at most hardware stores. 
Consult a plumber or home 
repair manual for installation 
guidelines. 

•Drain all outside spigots. 
These are highly susceptible to 
freezing, since the pipes run 
through the walls to the outside. 

To drain, cut off the water at 



the valve inside the house that 
controls the spigot. Then open 
the spigot itself to allow water 
remaining in the pipe to drain out 
completely. 

•When leaving the house 
during cold weather, don't turn 
off the heat completely or set the 
thermostat too low. 

When planning to be away 
from the house for several months, 
shut off the water and drain 
the house's system. Consult a 
plumber or home maintenance 
manual for the proper procedure. 

•If heat is lost in the house due 
to a power failure or similar 
problem, check the pipes. If the 
pipes in areas most likely to 
freeze are not insulated, 
newspapers can be used as a tem- 
porary substitute. 

•If thov is a persistoit problon 
with a certain pipe freezing, 
special wiring which provides a 
low level of heat can be attached 
to the pipe. Again, consult a 
plumber or home repair manual. 

"The methods of preventing 
frozen pipes are easy and 
relatively inexpensive," Lyons 
said, "so there's no reason why 
any homeowner should neglect to 
take such precautions. It's well 
worth the time and money to take 
sie^ now to prevent unnecesary, 

expensive damage that could 
result on a cold winter's day if 
you delay."

He served as chief of combat 
readinpss with SACLANT in 
Belgium, where his daughter 
finished high school, and after a 
two-year assignment with 
NATO, retired as a full colonel 
and settled in Virginia Beach. 

His career also includes three 
years of teaching math at West 
Point. 

A daughter is a Phi Beta Kappa 
at the University of Virginia and 
a son is a student at Virginia 
Wesleyan. 

He said the superintendent 
should be a good teacher, so that 
he or she will understand how 
hard it is to be a good teacher, 
and a good manager. His 
philosophy, he said, is to address 
both standards and respon- 
sibility. 

His priority, he said, is to 
produce good quality students in 
an area where they can be 
creative. 

He likened the school board to 
the board of directors of a cor- 
poration to provide a system of 
checks and balances. 

Dr. Richard Bartliey 

Bartley, a native of Norfolk, 
where he attended public schools, 
is a graduate of Yale University 
and received his doctorate from 
the Illinois College for Op- 
tometry. 

He and his wife have one 
daughter, a student at Yale 
University. 

Except for a tour of military 
duty, Bartley has been practicing 
optometry for 20 years. 

Bartley said that quality 
education should be available at 
all levels within the context of 
fiscal responsibility. He said he 
hoped that city council did not 
want to be involved in every 



decision made by the school 
board, but saw no problem in ex- 
plaining line items in the school 
budget to council. 

He said that he takes pride in ^ 
the city and that teachers are en- * 
titled to have representation 
although he is against labor 
unions for teachers. He said the 
new superintendent should come 
from a system with comparabl?^_.T^ 
values. f 

Alan W. Fulmer 

Fulmer, a native of New Jer- 
sey, has resided in Virginia Beach 
for 12 years. 

He attended Community 
College in New Jersey and served 
in the Army twice. He was a 
highway patrolman in northern 
New Jersey^ a detective, and a 
Federal agent. 

As a Federal agent, he had 
covert assignments in the Middle 
East, Europe and Northeast 
Africa, and also worked in the 
Tactical Border Drug Interdic- 
tion Program. 

Whai he retired from govern- 
ment service in 1978, he turned 
a hobby of designing and ' 
building custom homes into a 
career as a builder and developer. 
He also is a majority stockholder 
and chief executive officer of 
Fantastic suntanning salons. 

Fulmer has also served as 
president of the Lago Mar Civic 
League, on the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Council of Civic 
Organizations, and is an Inter- 
collegiate Friend of Old 
Dominion University. 

He said the school buildings 
are under-utilized. He said that 
with billions worth of physical 
plants in schools, which are 
closed most of the'time, the city 
held a bond referendum for a 
recreation center. Some program 
might be worked out, he said, 
where the schools could be used 
for recreation. 

He also cited "grandiose 
ideas" of the school system, 
saying that if the people hadn't 
gotten up and yelled, the city 
would have Olympic-sized 
swimming pools in all the 
schools.

Virginia Beach Mounted Patrol has special 
relationship with Cashvan Arabian Farms

If not for Cashvan Arabian 
Farms, there would be no 
Virginia Beach Mounted 
Patrol. 

At least that's the consensus 
of Frank Drew, a lieutenant in 
the Virginia Beach Police 
Department and in charge of 
the city's eight-man mounted 
patrol, and Jerry Modlin, 
Cashvan's horse trainer. 

Cashvan Arabian Farms, 
located on Princess Anne Road 
near the municipal center, has 
done for free everything from 
donate to the patrol three 
Arabian horses, to providing 
facilities for public ceremonies 
honoring the patrol's most 
recent graduating class, to trans- 
porting the horses to special 
events hundreds of miles and 
back, plus expenses. Usually, 
for the same services com- 
mercial customers would be 
charged $50 per horse and 60« 
a mile, plus expenses. But since 
the mounted patrol operates on 
an annual city budget of less 
than $20,000 to cover 
necessities, the Cashvan 
generosity is greatly ap- 
preciated. 

In addition, since the patrol's . 



inception in 1984, Cashvan has 
donated, among other things, 
gates, tubs and blankets. 

"/ really don't know 
why.

During severe hurricanes, 
Cashvan has even opened to the 
horses its heated stables and 
large indoor show arena.

What was described as a simple 
name change from Cox Cable 
Virginia Beach, Inc. to Cox 
Cable Hampton Roads, Inc. tur- 
ned out not to be so simple for 
City Council which turned down 
the request Monday afternoon by 
a vote of 7-4. 

Franklin R. Bowers, vice 
president/general manager of 
Cox Cable Virginia Beach, 
Inc., told Council the company 
which has a cable franchise with 
the city was requesting a simple 
najne change which would save 
the company taxes under Section 
332 of the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice code. 

Under the franchise between 
the city and Cox Cable, Council 
would have to approve a 
resolution consenting to the name 
change and the transfer of assets 
to the new corporation . 

Council members expressed 
concerns that the city would lose 
its identity with the name switch 
and that its assets would be 
mingled with those of Norfolk 
and Portsmouth Cox franchises. 
Also, while Cox would benefit, 
the City Covm^ -oevM^amt »»^ 
benefits for the city. 

Bowers said that the company 
proposed to substitute the new 
corporation for corporations in 
Norfolk and Portsmouth as well 
as Virginia Beach. He also said 
that any new name would do the 
job as well and that New Cox 
Cable Virginia Beach had been 
considered. 

Randy Blow, assistant city at- 
torney, said that the resolution 
would have no effect on the fran- 
chise agreement of May 1976. 
The company would still have to 
maintain a local office for billing 
and complaints, would still have 



to maintain the records of the 
Virginia Beach franchise 
separately from the other fran- 
chises and would still have to pay 
the city three percent of the 
proceeds. 

Blow said the city would not 
allow the company to comingle 
assets with the Norfolk and Por- 
tsmouth assets and that with no 
changes in the quality of service 
and no changes in the benefits to 
the subscribers, the legal depart- 
ment found no detriment to the 
city. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones and 
other members of Council 
seemed perplexed about how a 
simple name change would effect 
tax savings. 

Also, the city wanted to be sure 
its action would not involve the 
city in an anti-trust suit filed by 
the city's only other cable fran- 
chisee. Resort Satellite Com- 
munications, Inc. of Virginia. 

K. Thurman,. attorney for 
Resort, and Alice Mullen, one of 
the company's principals, op- 
posed approval of the resolution. 
Thurman said that with the 
merger, of Ccx properties, the 
assets would be combined, which 
would be a disadyaata£c to his 
client. By the action, he said, Cox 
would end his client's business. 
He said the change is an attempt 
to monopolize TV in Virgiiiia and 
to maintain dominance in the 
market. 

Resort Satellite has a fran- 
chise to furnish cable services in 
the area from 19th Street to Bird- 
neck Road. By pooling its resour- 
ces, he said. Cox can drive out 
the Resort business. 

Jones said he did not want the 
city to get involvedxiil the legal 
dispute.

Lieutettant Frank Drew of the Virginia Beach 
Police Department said he's given more than 150 
press interviews since 1984 when the Virginia Beach 
Mounted Patrol began. 

When interviewed, Drew usually talks about how 
city and police officials are glad that it costs the city 
less than $20,000 a year to operate the patrol, 
which includes feed and bedding, veterinarian sup- 
plies, farrier services and grooming supplies. And 
all of the mounted patrol's horses were donated by 
the community. 

The mounted patrol's law enforcement effec- 
tiveness has been well documented. The 
psychological barriers the horses break down be- 
tween police officers and the community are many. 
But by most accounts, it was Frank Drew, himself a 
horse owner and lover, who made the unpreceden- 
ted project a reality. In fact, Drew remembers with 
a laugh, there were some oceanfront innkeepers 
who declared that he could never get horses to 
patrol down Atlantic Avenue. But if you ask Drew 
what has contributed greatly to the patrol's success, 
he talks about Jerry Modlin, Cashvan Arabian 
Farms' trainer. 

The quiet but loyal support the Cashvan family 
has given the department and the mounted patrol is 
admirable, if not inspiring. Modlin and Drew's 
greatest lament, however, is that more horse farm 
owners haven't offered to support the patrol. 
Perhaps they feel that Cashvan Farms can do it 
alone. That their extra help is not needed. 

But that is not true. 

That's why a private foundation has been for- 
mally established to channel monies and gifts direc- 
tly to the Virginia Beach Mounted Patrol. 

The City of Virginia Beach, its citizens and 
visitors should not take for granted the mounted 
patrol or Cashvan Arabian Farms' benevolence. 
The patrol is effective, but a broader base of sup- 
port is needed for it to reach its eventual goal. - 
G.D.G.

Ferrets may attack

With ferrets becoming increasingly popular as 
pets and Christmas fast approaching, many Virginia 
Beach pet owners are totally unaware of the 
dangers associated with owning one of these 
animals. 

The Virginia Department of Health considers the 
ferret to be a wild or exotic animal and not a 
domesticated pet. 

The ferret is a descendant of the European pole- 
cat which was originally raised to hunt rodents. 
Today, the animal still retains much of its hunter 
instinct and it is capable of vicious and unprovoked 
attacks. Within the last five years, there have been 
numerous reports of unprovoked brutal maulings 
of children. The ferret seems to be especially attrac- 
ted to babies, often attacking when parents are 
away or asleep. 

Another danger associated with ownership is that 
the ferret, like its relatives the skunk and weasel, is 
highly susceptible to rabies. 

In the United States, there have been seven cases 
of pet ferrets developing rabies. One of these was 
reported in 1982 in Fairfax County. The Mid- 
Atlantic States which include Virginia are currently 
experiencing the most intense wildlife rabies out- 
break ever reported. 

While dogs and cats can be successfully vac- 
cinated against rabies, there is no effective rabies 
vaccine for ferrets. Currently, there is very little 
known about how ferrets react to infection with the 
virus which causes rabies. There is no method of 
determining how long a ferret that has been infec- 
ted by rabies virus may shed that virus in its saliva 
before symptoms of rabies are recognized. 
Therefore, when a person is bitten by a ferret the 
only way of assuring the person's safety against the 
universally fatal disease of rabies is to sacrifice the 
animal and test the brain for rabies virus. If the 
ferret is not sacrificed the person bitten must 
receive costly preventive treatment with immune 
globulin and rabies and vaccine. 

The Virginia Btneh Health Department is par- 
ticularly concerned at this time of year when many 
people may be considering the choice of a ferret for 
a child's pet. They would like the public to be 
aware of the pcHcntial dangers which in some cases 
could be fatal. The American Veterinary Medical 
Association has also r«;ently recommended against 
keeping ferrets as pets. Before one considers in- 
vesting his time, love, and money in a ferret as a pet 
he should l» aware of the possible tragic con- 
sequences of having to euthanize his iwt to protect 
the life of a human being.

Editor: 

School-based Health Clinics, 
according to local sources, will be 
a top legislative priority in The 
Virginia General Assembly for 
1987. 

The proponents of these clinics 
(Planned Parenthood and The 
Virginia Department of Children, 
to name a few) are pushing to 
estabUsh facilities within public 
high schools - statewide - that 
could provide family planning, 
prescriptions for contraceptives 
and abortion referrals. 

The Norfolk School Board on 
October 28 gave their approval 



for a clinic of this nature despite 
public opposition at hearings 
throughout the State during 
1986. 

The Wall Street Journal on Oc- 
tober 14, 1986 published an in- 
formative report, concluded after 
9 national study, entitled "Cur- 
bing Births, Not Pregnancies," 
by Stan F. Weed, Director of the 
independent Institute For Research 
& Evaluation in Salt Lake 
City. Mr. Weed's research in- 
dicates that the school-based 
health clinics were more effective 
at convincing teens to avoid birth 
than to avoid pregnancy. The 



impact on the abortion and total 
pregnancy rates was exactly the 
opposite of the stated intentions 
of the program according to 
Weed. 

I urge parents of adolescents in 
the Virginia Beach Public 
Schools to become aware and in- 
volved in the School-based 
Health Clinic issue by writing or 
calUng your state representatives 
in the General Assembly, mem- 
bers of The Virginia Beach 
School Board and the superin- 
tendant of Schools.

Liquor purveyors must look to education

Liquor Uability has been an 
issue to alcohol purveyors since 
the 19th century when the courts 
held that intoxicated persons no 
longer bore sole responsibility for 
their actions. 

"Drarn Shop" laws were in- 
stituted by municipalities to 
protect the families of "habitual 
drunkards." The tavernkeeper 
was made financially liable to the 
family if the purveyor continued 
to serve a patron after being 
notified of the person's intem- 
perance. In later years, such laws 
were extended to prevent injuries 
to strangers and to prevent per- 
sons from selling, furnishing or 
giving an alcoholic beverage to a 
minor. 

Tavern owners and liquor store 
proprietors are generally respon- 
sible businessmen, licensed by a 
municipaUty to provide a service 



for its residents and guests. 
Preventing alcohol overservice to 
customers is a responsibility that 
is monitored by government 
agencies, grassroots 

organizations and community 
groups. Alcohol servers must 
realize the immense respon- 
sibility they have to both the 
community and to their patrons. 
Since the nation's recent focus 
has been on the drinking driver, 
responsible beverage retailers are 
concerned with ways to keep 
customers from going onto a 
highway while alcohol-impaired. 

Presently there are 38 states 
that have a "dram shop" statute 
or use common law to guide the 
courts when adjudicating a case 
involving server liability. 

Further, some state courts con- 
tinue to broaden the definition of 
a liquor "supplier." A California 
court held an employer who ser- 
ved liquor at an office Christmas 
party must pay damages to an 



employee who was invohred in a 
highway accident on the trip 
home, while a Texas court ruled a 
company which sent a worker 
home because he was too in- 
toxicated to work is Hable for 
damages from the ensuing ac- 
cident. 

A 1984 New Jersey Supreme 
Court decision further extended 
the liability to private citizens 
who "directly serve" liquor to a 
guest and allow the person to 
drive away in impaired condition. 
This provision holds the host or 
hostess liable for the injury to 
others if the guest becomes in- 
volved in a motor vehicle ac- 
cident. 

Purveyors of alcohol must 
recognize they can minimize 
potential liability through an 
educational program for both the 
servers and patrons, so both fully 
understand the effects of alcohol 
and its responsible service and 
consumption.

Attraction 
of teachers 

Teachers explain their decision 
to enter teaching by citing the 
importance of woricing with 
students and facilitating student 
learning. This suggests that the 
intrinsic rewards associated with 
helping students are powerful 
factors in attracting teachers to 
the profession. 

But what about compensation? 
Saving that the intrinsic rewards 



in teaching are important does 
not imply that monetary rewards 
are unimportant. Rather, it is to 
say that teachers have expec- 
tations regarding their entry 
salary and lifetime career earn- 
ings that are not unreasonable. 
They expect levels of pay that are 
commensurate with the levels of 
education and training that they 
bring to their jobs. It is only 
when these reasonable expec- 
tations are not met that the 
monetary factor in attracting 
teachers becomes critical.

Retention 
of teachers 

The research findings on 
retaining quality teachers in the 
profession naturally extend from 
the findings on attracting those 
same quality people. The degree 
to which teachers feel successful 
with students is of primary im- 
portance in teacher retention. 
Teachers who leave education say 
they felt blocked in their attempts 
to reach students and help them 
learn. 

A teacher's success with 
students appears to be highly 
related to the teacher's sense of 
empowerment or "efficacy", 
that is, a belief in his or her own 
ability to positively affect student 
performance. Research suggests 
that teacher efficacy is enhanced 
by an organizational environ- 
ment that supports goal setting 
by teachers, high levels of ex- 
change between teachers and ad- 
ministrators, adequate resources, 
such as preparation time, and 
opportunities for professional 
growth. Thus, working con- 
ditions affect teacher retention by 
enhancing or inhibiting the 
development of efficacy and, in 
turn, teacher success with students. 

Frustrating working conditions 
are also likely to raise levels of 
teacher stress. In a recent study in 
which 2,000 teachers from 42 
elementary schools and 45 secon- 
dary schools were questioned, 
working conditions were found

On video tape 

When the police department 
went fishing for a way to sell 
the mounted patrol to city of- 
ficials. Drew went to Modlin, 
with whom he had been friends 
for years, and asked him to don 
a policeman's uniform and cap 
and ride one of the Arabians 
for a three-minute videotape he 
was having produced. Modlin 
agreed, the tape was shot, 
presented to the Resort Area 
Advisory Board and City 
Council. Within days, the 
mounted patrol project was ap- 
proved. 

"This has been a friendship 
thing all along," Modlin said. 
"Nobody from Cashvan has 
received a thing for this," ex- 
cept a free copy of the video- 
tape. 

Financial contributions to 
local, state or federal govern- 
ments are tax deductible, Drew 
said, but under standard 
procedures, such grants may 
not be earmarked to special 
projects, such as the mounted 
patrol.

If 
some projections turn out to be 
correct, about half of the current 
first-year teachers will be 
teaching seven years from now.

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If retiring, don't wait 
'til the last minute 



People planning to retire next 
year or in the near future should 
not wait until the last minute to 
get answers to the questions they 
may have about Social Security. 

This may lead to a delay in 
benefits or Medicare coverage, or 
even the loss of benefits in some 
cases. 

The people at any Social 
Security office can answer a per- 
son's questions about retirement 
benefits. 

In addition, a special leaflet en- 
titled "Thinking about retiring?" 
is available for the person con- 
templating retirement. The leaflet 
gives answers to questions most 
frequently asked by people plan- 
ning to retire. 

Many people retire at the 
beginning of the year because it 
permits them to wrap up their af- 
fairs more conveniently. 
However, you may retire at any 
tiem during the year without af- 
fecting your right to benefits or 
the benefit amount. 

Social Security generally 
suggests that people apply two or 
three months before the month 
they wish their Social Security 
checks to begin. This gives the of- 
fice time to process the claim and 
take care of any problems that 
may crop up. 

You may apply by mail, by 
telephone, or in person. Once a 
person is interviewed by phone, 
the rest may be handled by mail. 

The best times to call the office 
to assure prompt iiln>ice is^during 
the latter part of the moiith, on

afternoon.

If spouses and children are also 
eligible, evidence may also in- 
clude a marriage license for a 
spouse and birth certificates of 
spouse and children.

Conttmud from pat* t 
changes are occurring throughout 
the country. The three local com- 
panies operate under Cox Cable 
of Tidewater which in turn 
operates under the parent com- 
pany.

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan remarked, "You all seem 
in ^Viano^ "sfories to suit the oc- 
casion." 

The item appeared on the con- 
sent agenda which is intended to 
consist of routine items approved 
by one vote. Bowers said that 
without the opposition of the 
Beach franchise, he assumed the 
item would have been approved 
routinely. 

"I don't want you to think we 
vote for everything on the agen- 
da," McClanan said.

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
indorf opposed a name change 
that would eliminate the name 
"Virginia Beach." "Some of us 
natives are very proud of our city 
of Virginia Beach," she said, and 
did not want to lose their iden- 
tity. She said that she was not 
comfortable with the concept sin- 
ce it implied no benefit to the 
city. She suggested using the 
name, New Cox Cable Virginia 
Beach or Virginia Beach Cox 
Cable. 

Name change resolutions were 
to be considered by Norfolk and 
Portsmouth Tuesday. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
moved to approve the change, 
seconded by Councilman Robert 
Fentress. 



Oberndorf was ready to offer a 
substitute motion to defer the 
matter for a week to allow for 
tinjjft for a new resolution to be 
drawn using the name "New Cox 
Cable Virginia Beach." 

Baum remarked that the mat- 
ter should be settled which led 
Oberndorf to comment that 



Baum "was right, the primary 
motion should be voted up or 
down and it should be done 
today." 

The resolution was voted down 
with those voting in favor in- 
cluding Councilmen Baum, 
Harold Heischober and John 
Perry and Mayor Robert G.

The fundamental test in a 
democracy of political decisions 
is the expression of the public's 
opinion in an election. Such 
tests restructure all the com- 
plexities before the public into a 
final, binary simplicity: for or 
against. 

Since the results so compactly 
encode the diffuse thoughts of 
ail the individual voters, they 
require analysis and inter- 
pretation to unpack, or decode, 
the "real" message they send. 
To move beyond the basic out- 
come, that the majority signal 
prevails, and choose a future 
political course in unchartered 
waters, it is invaluable to be 
able to read and understand the 
public mind and the public will 
at such bedrock moments in 
time. 

On Nov. 4 the Virginia Beach 
voters decided four referenda 
items: bonds for roads, schools 
and a recreation center, and the 
direct election of the mayor. Of 
those voting on each question, 
the results were as follows: 

$40 Million for roads. 66% 
for; $32 Million for schools, 
68% for; $9.5 Million for 
recreation center, 44% for; and 
Krect Election of mayor, 89% 
for. 

' The Mnds approved are the 
largest amount ever in the 
hfatory of the city. When con- 
sidered in light of the fact each 
mtailed an announced increase 
in the real estate tax rate, the 
results for roads and schools 
WCTC undoubtedly "land- 
slides." Even more, the 9 to 1 
^)proval of the direct election 
of the mayor was so resounding 
as to speak for itself. 

The interesting questions, 
though, involve what these 
results mean for the Ufe of the 
City of Virginia Beach. A 
Virginia Beach newspaper 
editor interpreted the resuhs as 
a compliment to city council, 
since they showed, in his 
opinion, that "the council and 
the public are singing off the 
same sheet of music . ' ' 

To see the results in the most 
meaningful context for local 
pditics, however, they doubt- 
less must be considered in light 
of the fact, as stated in a 
previous Report, that the 
growth issue is the paramount 
concern of Virginia Beach 
voters. That is the common 
background for the inter- 
pretations given by local 
editors. As one wrote: 

"Voters were sending a 
message about the city's rapid 
growth rate. Tuesday's over- 
whelming vote in favor of road 
bonds is an indication that 
voters have more confidence in 
the new, slow-growth council. 
The voters appear to be saying: 
If you (members of the council) 
will do yoiu best to limit new 
growth, we'll provide money to 
pay for the old growth." 

Writing in a similar vein, 
another editor added: 

"Since [the new council] took 
office in July, they have 
legislated a halt to development 
in the south, instituted a first- 
things-first policy for capital 
improvonents, put the School 
Board on a short leash, and 
hatched a 10-year road con- 
struction program. 

They also crafted a plan for 
dir«a el«tion of mayor, an 
idea that previous councils 
favor^ but could never seem to 
get implemented. It was on the 
ballot Tuesday, passing by a 9-1 
margin. Voters, not the coun- 
cil, will elect the next mayor in 
1988. 

That's far more than most 
dty councils accomplish in two 
yean. And voters rewarded 



them Tuesday night." 

These informed city obser- 
vers are on the mark: council 
unquestionably did get a strong 
vote of confidence for its work. 
The voters' decisive endorse- 
ment of the coimcil's plan to 
open the election for the chief 
political officer of the city to 
the electorate itself shows a par- 
ticular consensus between the 
council and the public. Even the

recreation center vote does not 
dim this consonance when two 
facts are considered: 

• a shift of only 3.2% of the 
vote from "no" to "yes" 
would have carried the 
question. 

•the 12 precincts closest to 
the proposed location of the 
center all gave majority support 
to it, despite the likelihood that 
these precincts include the most 
tax sensitive ones in the city. 

Had the strong opposition of 
Bayside voters been an- 
ticipated, a better "package" 
could have been readily con- 
ceived that would likely have 
swung the 3.2% of the vote 
needed to pass it. The vote 
reflects a rejection of the 
geography rather than of the 
concept of replicating the 
highly successful Kempsville 
Center in other locations 
around the city. 

A vote of confidence, 
however, as ^ny parliamentary 
system shows, is but a passing 
signal and not a message 
guaranteeing permanent sup- 
port. 

In the dynamic flux of public 
opinion, confidence is a factor 
that must continually be earned 
anew. Thus the basic message 
the election sent, in actuality, is 
a surface encouragement which 
wraps a profound challenge to 
dty couirairTTie tentative part- 
nership between the electorate 
and the council, properly 
characterized as a token of 
hope as much as anything, 
challenges the council to rightly 
answer the question. 

What's next? 

Both by law and by common 
expectancy, council is the 
leadership forum where the 
future welfare of the com- 
munity is most centrally 
decided. If Virginia Beach is to 
emerge as a great American 
city, rather than as an unfor- 
tuitous and happenstance con- 
centration of population, the 
council must set out an agenda 
for the future of the city that 
both genuinely responds to the 
needs of the people and inspires 
their confident and pride. 
Only by thus capturing the 
imagination of the city at large 
will the encouraging promise 
raised by the election become 
the realized potential of the 
future Virginia Beach. That 
challenge is now council's basic 
work: to close the gap between 
where Virginia Beach is and 
where it could be. 

This work calls for an agenda 
to be formulatwl that, first. 



initiates dialogue among and 
between the council and the 
public and, second, leads to ac- 
tions to close the gap. The task 
of the next Report, to be issued 
at the start of the New Year, will 
be to offer a plan that shoijld 
lead, in the end, to action. One 
thing is for sure, success will 
come only if council keeps its 
eye on the ball. 

In the meantime, the 
following summarizes the 
highlights of council's work in 
the month of November. 

School Board Appointment. 
For the first time, the council 
conducted open interviews with 
persons who indicated an in- 
terest in serving on the school 
board. Ten candidates for the 
three positions came forward 
for 15 minute interviews. After 
a public hearing on Dec. 8, 
council will fill the openings on 
Dec. 15. 

Revision of Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinances. Coun- 
cilwomen Barbara Henley, 
Reba McChmm and Nancy 
Paricer have been working with 
staff and three members of the 
Planning Comission to update 
the CZO. Council has over a 
period of many months made 
requests to the commission for 
revisions and the CZO itself has 
been ameocted many times. 
This has created a backlog and 
a patchwork ordinance that 
needs thorough review. A draft 
of the prt^K^ed revision is ex- 
pected in March 1987, and the 
changes will significantly affect 
the future development of the 
city. 

Billboards and Signs. One 
specific request to the Planning 
Commission which the council 
asked to be expedited was a 
recommendation on billboards. 

This follows the action of 
council to lower signs and 
reduce the size of their surfaces, 
and reflects a heightened con- 
cern of council to enhance the 
aesthetics of the city. This was 
highlighted when council 
refused to ^aadfather signs on 
Virginia Beach Boulevard 
which had to be moved by the 
improvements currently in 
progress. 

• Leglj^Uive Package. The 
council worked to refine the 
requests to be made of the city's 
legislative delegation for 
revisions to the state's statutes 
in the upcoming session of the 
General Assembly. The full 
package is to be adopted in time 
to meet with the delegation on 
Dec. 16. 

• Bcacli iteptenishment. The 
long staiuUng concern of coun- 
cil over the commitment of 
funds to begin replenishment of 
the Sandbridgc beach was ten- 
tatively resolved by the adop- 
tion of five resolutions which 
encbu««e seeking all possible 
funding from federal and state 
sources and expresses the in- 
terest of ccnmdl that the Sand- 
bridge beach be preserved. 
The city received a com- 
municatitm from Vivian Watts 
for the state indicating that 
sand would not be available 
from the Thimble Shoals 
dredging project. The state 
seems content to allow the city 
to hope sand might be available 
from the Baltimore channel 
dredging, but seems unwilling 
to take any leadership in behalf 
of the dty to assure that this 
source would be used to the 
benefit of the city. 

• Tar^ Area Tonr. The 
council took a bus tour of the 
city's target areas to become 
familiar with where they are 
and the work that has been 
done in them in regard to 
housing and infrastructure.

This situation has previously 
been called to our attention by 
the school administration and, as 
a result, our Traffic Engineering 
Division conducted traffic studies 
substantiating the justification 
and need for installing a traffic 



signal at that location. We sub- 
sequently asked the Virginia 
Department of Highways and 
Transportation to include the in- 
stallation of a traffic signal as 
part of the Virginia Beach 
Boulevard reconstruction 

project which they currently have 
under construction. I atn pleased 
to say that the State Highway 
Department has agreed to that 
request. 

The design for that signal has 
recently been completed and or- 
ders for the required equipment 
are now being processed. I 
should point out th^t the signal 



poles required for the installation 
must be manufactured, and that 
process may require as much as 
several months, but as soon as 
the equipment is received, the 
state may begin the actual con- 
struction. 

We appreciate and share her 
concern for traffic safety, and 
thank her for caring enough to 
bring this situation to our atten- 
tion.

O'Brien calls for tighter academic standards 



Editor, The Virginia Beach Sun: 

Although 1 have put aside my 
,"no pass, no-play" proposal for 
the time being, I intend to pursue 
ways, through legislation if 
necessary, to guarantee higher 
academic standards within the 
high schools of the Common- 
wealth, particularly among 
athletes. 

The new "Take 5 - Pass 5" 
standard of the Virginia High 
School League is a step in the 
right direction but does not go far 
enough. (For your readers, the 
Virginia High School League sets 
eligibility standards for ex- 
tracurricular activities like 
dramatics, cheerleading, and 
athletics.) 

Most youngsters, including 
athletes, pay attention to their 
studies because they have diligent 
parents (or peers). 

Others need an "external in- 
fluence." I know from experience. 
Without divulging which 
kind of athlete I was in high 
school, had I not had a coach and 



a teacher who took me aside 
before it was too late ^d said, 
"Listen, kid..," th?re was no 
way I would ever fiaye!gotteh itito 
college, with or without a foot- 
ball scholarship. 

Academic standards need to be 
tightened even more. A "Take 5 
- Pass S" standard simply keeps a 
few students eligible (with five 
"Ds") who otherwise would 
likely flunk out. * 

The danger of this, standard is 
that is might encouttie otherwise 
good students to perform at the 
minimum satisfactory level 
required to stay eUgible. 

The high school piw:ipals and 
teachers need more authority. 

I would like to see every school 
appoint a teacher (from the 
English, math, history or science 
departments) to moaHor the per- 
formance of students in ex- 
tracurricular activities, with the 
authority to bar any student from 
practice for flagrant academic 
non-performance. Truancy, cut- 
ting classes, failing to turn in 
homework or papers due, or 



disruptive behavior in the 
classroom would be examples. 

The athletic department woiijd 
have to abide by decisions of the 
academic monitor. Only the 
principal could overrule the 
monitor's decision, and only for 
sound reasons that went beyond 
the value of the student to the ex- 
tracurricular activity. 

1 would introduce legislation 
that would provide funding to 
pay monitors for these additional 
responsibilities. 

From exjjerience as a player 
and a coach, I know what will 
happen about the second time a 
coach or drama teacher is told 
that student Jones caimot prac- 
tice today because he didn't turn 
in his math homework. The 
younster will be called in for one 
of those "Listen, kid" lectures, 
and it might very well be the best 
thing that ever happened tohim.

Christmas 
trees offer 
tradition 

Each year thousands of 
Virginia B«tch families bring a 
natural Christmas tree into their 
homes. This tradition endure 
year after year, but how did it get 
started? 

According to historians, trees 
were decorated in winter 
celebrations long l>efore there 
was a Christmas. In the British 
Isles, Druid sorcerers hung 
golden apples and lit candies on 
oak trees to celebrate the winter 
solstice. In the middle ages, the 
feast of Adam and Eve was held 
on Dec. 24 and a fir tree hung 
with red apples was its symbol. 
Almost every Northern European 
culture gave significance to cer- 
tain evergreen trees because of 
their unchanging character the 
year round. Firs and junipers 
were always brought inside at the 
winter solstice. 

Historians believe that a non- 
Christian religious festival held 
centuries ago in Germany's Harz 
Mountains was the beginning of 
our Christmas tree custom. It is 
generally believed the use of the 
evergreen as part of the Christ- 
mas tree celebration started 400 
years ago in Germany and spread 
throughout Northern Europe by 
the 19th century. 

Hessian mercenaries brought 
the custom to the United States 
during the Revolutionary War. 
A Philadelphia newspaper story 
in 1825 t:oinmented on decorated 
trees in German immigrant 
homes during the Christmas 
season. In 1842, a German 
nam^ Charles Minnegerode in- 
troduced the custom locally iii 
WiHiaarirtsboTi. His true ytt^ 
described as being decorated with 
strings of popcorn, nuts and can- 
dles. 

The first recorded Christmas 
tree retail lot was set up in New 
York City in 1851 by one Mark 
Carr. This Pennsylvanian 
hauled by ox balsam fir trees 
from the Catskills. Balsam fir 
remained the best selling and 
most popular tree until 
1965 when the more lush western 
Douglas fir and east coast grown 
Scotch pine supplanted it in 
popularity. 

Today the Christmas tree 
shopper has a variety of species 
from which to choose. Besides 
bdsam fir, Douglas fir and Sootdi 
pine, the buyer can select from 
Norway spruce, blue spnice. 
Fraser fir, red pine, Austrian 
pine, white pine, Virginia pine 
and red cedar. Fraser fir is 
generally the most expensive 
while white pine and Scotch pine 
make excellent Christmas trees at 
a more modest cost. Though 
overlooked locally, red cedar 
makes an excellent Christmas tree 
and decorates many homes in the 
deep South. 

White pine and Scotch pine are 
the basis of a developing Christ- 
mas tree industry in Eastern 
Virginia. Growers are working 
with Virginia pine and Norway 
spruce as well. In a few years, 
locally grown trees will be 
available to keep the Christmas 
tree tradition going in Virginia 
Beach.

The tax reform battle has 
moved down 1-95 from 
Washington and will soon be 
waged in the Virginia Legislature. 
As Virginia stands to gain from 3 
to 5 percent of total state 
revenue, we will decide how the 
surplus should be used. 

The question being considered 
by legislators is, "Should I vote 
to rebate the surplus revenues 
with a general election on the 
immediate horizon, or should I 
vote to use this surplus to address 
urgent problems in education, 
corrections, and other areas?" 

The elimination of many for- 
mer federal deductions will 



automatically trigger higher 
revenues for Virginia, as Virginia 
uses the federal defmition of 
taxable income. If no changes 
are made, Virginia's taxpayers 
will be taxed at the current state 
rate, but on a greater portion of 
their income. 

Virginia's revenues should rise 
by $183.8 million in fiscal year 
1988, $232.9 million in 1989, and 
$263 million in 1990. 

Gramm-Rudman cuts... 
should certainly be a factor. 

Are there reasons other than 
the well documented needs of 
education, corrections, and other 
state agencies for at least post- 
poning action to allow the 
politically expedient rebate 
checks on election eve? 

The projected negative effects 
of Gramm-Rudman's cuts in 
federal funding to the states 
should certainly be a factor, as 
should the slow but sure down- 
turn of the economic indicators, 
which may foreshadow a decline 
in tax revenues. 

In addition, any increase in the 
sales tax, which is essential to ad- 
dressing the needs of education, 
may face greater opposition as 
these taxes are no longer federally 
deductable. There are sound 
fiscal reasons for opposing the 
popular rebate solution to the 
windfall. 

"Excellence in Education; A 
Plan for Virginia's Future: The 



Report of the Governor's Com- 
mission on Excellence in 
Education," which was released 
in October of this year, contains 
a plan to make Virginia's schools 
among the top ten in the nation. 
The report has received a cool 
reception because it would be ex- 
pensive to implement. 

This report concluded that: 
"Far more money will be needed 
to attain the educational system 
the future will demand. Extra 
spending alone will not guarantee 
quality. But we cannot make 
headway without it." 

For Virginia, the impact of the 
new federal tax law is an oppor- 
tunity to increase support of the 
schools that will serve the citizens 
of Virginia's 21st century. 

I urge our legislative represen- 
tatives to reject political ex- 
pedience in favor of the ultimate 
good of our commonwealth.

Council focuses on Beach traffic problems

The most recent resort area plan 
calls for less street, more 
sidewalks, elimination of parking 
on stub and side streets leading 
into Atlantic Avenue and two- 
way traffic on Atlantic Avenue 
and all but two of the side streets. 

The report"the Virginia Beach 
Resort Area Circulation System: 
a Proposed Concept-was 
prepared by a joint conmiittee of 
the Resort Area Advisory Com- 
mission and the Virginia Beach 
Hotel and Motel Association. 

Henry Ruiz, the city's resort 
programs director, said the 
f1ec1in»" in the riKort area can be 



traced to one major cause, the 
automobile. Providing amenities 
and conveniences for the driver 
has pushed the pedestrian aside, 
he told Council Monday after- 
noon at a work session. 

The thrust of the recommen- 
dations in the report, which took 
six months to prepare, is to make 
room for pedestrians. 

The joint project came into 
being after the city experimented 
with one-way traffic on Atlantic 
Avenue, recommended by the 
Resort Area Advisory Com- 
mission. The merchants opposed 
the change. 

The intent of the newest plan is 
to get some of the traffic off of 



Atlantic and #hl| pacific and 
other arteries. Tl^ sfdewalks on 
Atlantic would be enlarged at the 
expense of the str«t and made at- 
tractive with Ifndscsqjing. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan remarked that the city has 
been waiting a long time for an 
acceptable plan, but that Council 
should appoint a design review 
committee. She said that many 
establishments have been built 
recently that don't look any bet- 
ter than what was there. "If 
we're going to spend money," 
she said, "we shmdd have some 
control." 

When Council adopts the plan, 
she said, it should also adopt the 
formation of a review committee. 



The appearance of what's done in 
the private sector, she said, is just 
as important as what the city 
does. 

McClanan also expressed skep- 
ticism about a proposal to locate 
elevated platforms (four to ten 
feet high) on Atlantic Avenue at 
4th Street, 6th Street, Norfolk 
Avenue, 17th Street, 19th Street, 
21st Street, 22nd Street and 31st 
Street and a key location north to 
31st Street. 

The idea is to provide a police 
presence on Atlantic Avenue, but 
McClanan remarked, that "you 
would feel as though you're being 
watched every move you make." 

To try out the plan, the com- 



€ouncil members debate road and school bond; taxes increased 



,i;City Council Monday after- 
jioon increased the real estate tax 
ly 8.7 cents bringing the tax rate 
40 88 . 7 cents per $ 1 00 valuation . 
- The increase, effective July 1, 
11987, was the amount voters were 
told would be needed to fmance 
$40 million in road bonds, $32.3 
million in school bonds and 
J^ltimately an additional $30 
;g}illion in pay-as-you-go road 
construction. 

Voters approved the $72.3 
million for roads and school 
bonds in November referenda. 

While Council unanimously 
approved the five percent tax in- 
crease for the road construction, 
the 3.7 cent increase for schools 
was passed by a 7-4 vote. 

The vote followed the 5-6 
defeat of a proposal by Coun- 
cilman Harold Heischober to 
delay part of the increase for 
jchools. Heischober reasoned 
that all of the money would not 
jje needed when the bonds would 
()e available to the city. 
; He proposed instead to raise 
{he tax by five cents for roads and 
two cents for schools for a total 
increase of 87 cents but commit- 
ting the city, to an additional in- 
crease of $.017 per $100 
valuation effective July 1, 1988. 
; Voting for the Heischober plan 
were Councilmen Heischober, 
Robert Fentress, John A. Baum, 
Albert Balko, and Coun- 
pilwoman Reba McClanan. 
' Fentress then voted with the 
rnajority to establish the 3.7-cent 



mcrease. 

Heischober pointed out that a 
five percent increase in the real 
estate assessments combined with 
the tax rate increase for roads, 
would actually increase the real 
estate tax by 14.4 percent. This 
would mean an average increase 
in taxes of $240 to $250 a year. 
He said that although the people 
understood an 8.7 cent increase 
would be needed to finance the 
bonds, if Coucil decided less was 
needed, they would be happy. 

Assuming the schools are on 
line in 1988 as expected, he said, 
payments on the bonds do not 
occur until one year later and 
may not occur even in 1988-89. 
His suggestion, he said, was for a 
one-year increase instead of two. 
"I'd rather see the million dollars 
in the hands of the citizens than 
in the city which may not need it 
for debt service." 

McClanan agreed, saying that 
historically and traditionally, the 
State has dictated proceeds for 
tax levies. Surpluses are not 
traditional with this state, she 
said. "We're all taxpayers," she 
said, and between being a Coun- 
cil member and a taxpayer, she 
said, her biggest concern is as a 
taxpayer. 

McClanan added that the con- 
sideration of the levy now was 
"almost a waste of time," 
because it should have been in- 
cluded in the sprmg whej the 
operating bud^d ' fe' 'IwrnP ion-*^' 
sidered. 




Heischober said Aat If the city 
could sell all the bonds im- 
mediately and kee^ the interest, 
that would be liiBii but the law . 
allows the city V<J' earn only six 
months interest. The timing of 
the sale is predicted on the school 
openings, and the tax dollars will 
not be needed uftiUanuary 1989.

is not needed, an adjustment can 
be made later. 

Rae LeSesne, of Kempsville, 
supported the 8.7 cent increase. 
He said he did not question 
Heischober's sincere desire to 
save the taxpayers money by 
delaying the tax, but questioned 
the timing. 

L(Sesne said the past two years 
of rezoning (for higher density 
uses) was the time to address tax 
increases. The citizens voted 
overwhelmingly to endorse the 
concept of roads and school con- 
struction, he said. If any question 
was raised, that should have been 
done during the workshops, he 
said. 

The tax increase will make sure 
the people will get the roads and 
schools they voted for, LeSesne 
said. Any excess money, he said, 
can be plowed back into more 
roads and schools. 

Lou Pace, an unsuccessful can- 
didate in the May Councilman 
election, opposed all of the tax 
ihcrease, suggesting instead that 
the city find the money in its 
present budget. 

He had originally proposed an 
acrcMS the board five percent 
reduction in the budget to furnish 
money for roads and schools. He 
returned Monday afternoon with 
kiditional proposals in answer to 
a question by Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker about where the 
moneV was to be found.

mittee has proposed a "super 
blocks" demonstration project. 
The locations suggested are the 
20th to 23rd Street area of Atlan- 
tic Avenue and along 21st and 
22nd Streets to Pacific Avenue. 
The report notes that 75 percent 
of the visitors to the Beach are 
exposed to this area. 

Virginia Beach Councilman 
Robert Fentress said he likes the 
super blocks idea and that he did 
not think things could wait any 
longer. 

The improvements on the 
super blocks would consist of 
narrowing Atlantic Avenue, 
widening and upgrading all 
sidewalks on its east and west 
sides, street planting, furnishings 
and graphics and systems to 
reduce the adverse visual impact 
of overhead wiring. 

The traffic pattern on the 
numbered streets woidd become 
two-way except for 21st and 22nd 
Streets, and parking would be 
removed to provide space for 
sidewalks and other uniHOvanaits. 

Also, Atlantic Avenue would 
be restriped from 2Sth Street to 
23rd Street to four lanes and 23rd 
and 24th Streets would be conver- 
ted from one-way to two-way 
streets. 

Features of the plan are: 

•The narrowing of Atlantic 
Avenue to a four-lane, two-way 
traffic pattern south of 25th 
Street with left turn lanes at 
major intersections if feasible. A 
typical section would have a 20- 
foot western sidewalk, a 12-foot 
eastern sidewalk and 48-foot 
traffic area. 

•The same treatment would 
apply north of 25th Street to 40th 
Street, but the design would ac- 
commodate a nanower right-of- 
way. 

•Atiantic Avenue would be 
closed in front of the Cavalier 
Hotel and a 90-degree intersec- 
tion developed to move traffic 
onto Pacific Avenue to 
discourage the use of Atlantic 
Avenue as a major traffic ar- 
terial. 

•Provision of left turn lanes at 
major intersections and removal 
of parallel parking on Pacific 
Avenue. The long range ap- 
proach is to expand Pacific 
Avenue to a four-lane land- 
scaped, divided highway for its 



full length through the resort 
area. 

•Revising the traffic pattern 
for all numbtred streets bctwwai 
Atlantic and Pacific Avenues, ex- 
cept for 21st and 22nd Streets, 
from one-way to two-way traffic 
pattern. Parking would even- 
tually be removed from aU side 
streets. The removal of the 
parking spaces would be coor- 
dinated wiUi the development of 
municipal parking facilities. 

•TVansfcvming all stub streets 
between the Loop and the 
Cavalier into pedestrian pla^. 

•Upgrading Norfolk Avenue. 

•Installation of an integrated 
circulation and orientation 
signage system directing visitors 
to major destinations such as 
"north beach," "mid beach," 
"south beach," and "Croatan," 
major activities and public 
parking. 

Long range improvements in- 
clude upgrading the full length of 
Atlantic Avenue and all side 
streets to Pacific Avenue, im- 
plementing one-way traffic 
systems on Arctic Avenue and 
Baltic Avenue between 17th 
Street and Laskin Road with 
necessary gutter, curbing and 
landscaping, devdoping 30th and 
31st Streets as a one-way pair ex- 
tending Laskin Road to the resort 
center, widening and upgrading 
Birdneck Road to General Booth 
Boulevard, upgrading the Bird- 
neck Road/Route 44 inter- 
change and development of a 
visitor orientation/reception cen- 
ter in the vicinity of the Pavilion 
along the TollRoad. 

The committee has asked that 
the city staff proceed with the 
overall conceptual planning of 
the super blocks so that bid 
documents would be ready by July 
1, 1987. 

The program is expected to 
take up to ten years to complete. 

The capital budget includes an 
allocation of $69,650,000 over 
ten years for resort imiHOvai«»ts. 

The source of most of the 
money has not been designated. 
However, city manager Thomas 
H. Muehlenbeck said that Coun- 
cil had indicated a referendum 
would be called to fund the 
pjoj^s, He said he would return 
with.

The Virginia Beach Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities offers 
you the following maintenance 
tips designed to help you win- 
terize your home. 

Insulate Pipes - Water pipes, 
particularly those installed next 
to an outside wall, are often sub- 
jected to subfreezing tem- 
peratures. An example of this 
may be a washing machine 
located in the garage. Any ex- 
posed pipes should be wrapped or 
insulated. There are various types 
of heating and insulating devices

Items around the 
house such as old rags, socks, or 
newspapers may also be used to 
insulate the pipes. 

Don't forget the outside 
faucets! Be sure to wrap the 
faucets and place a container or 
plastic bag over them to prevent 
the wrapping from being exposed 
to dampness. 

Cabinet Areas - Frozen pipes 
may be found in areas such as the 
kitchen or bathroom sinks where 
the pipes are located under a 
cabinet. Even if you have wrap- 
ped the lines, in subfreezing tem- 
peratures, you may wish to leave 
the cabinet door open to allow 
room heat to reach the pipes. 

Dripping the Faucets - During 
periods of extremely cold 
weather, it may be helpful to let 
your faucets drip slowly. Gran- 
ted, being conservation minded, 
you may have second thoughts on

running the water, but this is 
much cheaper than experiencing 
a flood-drenched home. 

Covering Air Vents - If your 
home is build on a crawl space, 
be sure to close or cover the air 
vents located in the foundation 
wall. This will help prevent the 
pipes in the crawl space from 
being exposed to freezing air. 

Thawing Pipes - Even the most 
cautious homeowner may sooner 
or later experience a frozen pipe. 
If this happens to you, don't 
panic. A freeze up at an exposed 
pipe or under a sink generally can 
be eliminated by applying heat 
with a hair dryer^ heat lamp, or 
even a light bulb. Some 
homeowners have been known to 
use a flame or gas torch when 
thawing pipes. Although this may 
seem to be a resonable approach, 
it is also one of the most 
dangerous. Attempting to thaw a 
line too rapidly with extreme heat 
could result in an explosion and 
injure you. 

Private Cut-off Valve - Does 
your house have a private water 
cut-off valve in or near the 
house? If so, know where it is 
located and how to shut it off in 
case of an emergency. 

Locate Your Water Meter - 
Have you taken the time to locate 
and observe your water meter? 
Most residential water meters are 
located in front of the house near 
the curb. 

Let's assume that one of your 
water pipes breaks between the 



water meter and your private cut- 
off valve, or that a leak occurs 
and you do not have a private 
cui-off valve. In either case, you 
need to turn off the water supply 
at the water meter. This can be 
done by telephoning the Public 
Utilities Department at 427-4631 
between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m., 
Monday through Friday, or 427- 
4761 after working hours and on 
weekends and holidays. A 
representative will be dispatched 
to turn the meter off for you. -, 

On occasion, during severe in- 
clement weather, the Water 
Department has been unable to 
immediately respond to emergen- 
cy turn-off requests. When this 
occurs, the homeowner is advisefi 
on how to turn off the meter. 
Should the occasion arise where 
you have to turn off the meter.a 
pair of pliers or an adjustable 
wrench is generally all that rs 
necessary. Turning the curbstop 
located on the street side of yotir 
meter will shut off your water. ; 
Note: Whenever customers 
turn off the meter for emergency 
repairs, it is requested that thSy 
telephone the Public Utilities 
Department upon doing so.

perative that while we give 
generously, we also give wisely. 

The Virginia Solicitation of 
Contributions Law requires all 
charities to file with the State Of- 
fice of Consumer Affairs prior .to 
soliciting. If the charity is not in 
compliance with the law, we 
recommend that you not con- 
tribute. Information on legitimate 
charities is available, by calling 
the Office of Consumer Affairs 
toil-free number, 1-800-552-9963 
or, in Richmond, 786-1343, to 
assist consumers with this 
decision-making. 

In addition, consumers should 
ask the solicitor for specific in- 
formation-and pay close atten- 
tion to the answers. One of the 
most important questions to ask 
before making a donation is 
"Where does the money go?" 
Find out how much is spent on 
fund-raising and administration- 
and how much goes to the actual 
program you want to support. 

Request written information 
when solicited by phone. Refuse 
to commit yourself over the 
phone. The majority of these 
solicitations are done by 



professionals. In many cases, the 
charity receives only 10 to 20'!'o of 
the money contributed; the 
remaining amount goes to the 
professional solicitor. Ask the 
caller to tell you what the charity 
is and what percentage of your 
total donation is going to the 
charity-and then decide as to 
whether or not you want to con- 
tribute. 

Many times, an illegitimate 
charity will have an impressive 
name or one that closely resem- 
bles the name of a well- 
established organization. Listen 
closely and double check to be 
sure that the charity and its cause 
is the one you want to help. 

Don't be fooled by a "sob" 
story, pressured into an im- 
mediate donation, or charmed by 
an attractive solicitor. Remember 
that not all solicitors represent 
charitable organizations~so give 
wisely. 

Call the State Office of Con- 
sumer Affairs if you have any 
suspicions about the legitimacy of 
a charity. When you call, ask for 
a copy of "The Ten Rules of 
Giving."

While most of us ertjoy the 
traditional Christmas 
festivities, there are men and 
women who are on duty. The 
city's police officers, 
firefighters and emergency 
rescue squads are just a few of 
the people who are working 
when others are relaxing. 

With firefighters, being on 
call for 24 hours and thai off 48 
hours means that this year 'B' 
shift pulls duty on Christmas 
Eve Day and aren't able to go 
home until 8 a.m. Christmas 
day. 

The police force works on 
different shift patterns. But Lt. 
Randy White, shift commander 
at the 1st precinct, thinks that 
the varying eight-hour shifts 
can be harder to deal with. 

"You have to reschedule 
everything depending on what 
shift you have," he said. "It is 
frustrating to work if you have 
plans like family dinner, 
opening the gifts and visiting 
relatives."

"Every holiday is hard, but 
Christmas is the worst," said 
White.

Toll road's four 
new lanes delayed 
until April 1987

Highways and TransportatloB 

Completion of new toll lanes 
at the Route 44 Toll Plaza will 
be deferred from January to 
April to permit safety 
modifications at the plaza on a 
schedule that will be less restric- 
tive to traffic and less expen- 
sive. 

Four new lanes are being 
constructed at the plaza on the 
Virginia Beach-Norfolk Ex- 
pressway and the islands for the 
10 existing lanes are being 
modified for safety purposes, 
said C. A. Nash, Jr., District 
Engineer of the Virginia 
Department of Highways and 
Transportation. 

The Department has elected 
to extend the modification 
phase over a longer period to 
avoid an additional $80,000 in 
construction costs for an ex- 
pedited schedule and id not 
have interference with traffic 
through at least ten toll lanes, 
Nash said. 

High Occupancy Vehicle 
lanes, now in operation froin I- 
64 to the Toll Plaza, were 
scheduled to be extended 
through the plaza and to Laskin 
Road by January. 

Actually, construction has 
been compeleted on two ad- 
ditional plaza lanes, Nash said, 
but one of the existing lanes will 
have to be closed to permit ex- 
tension of a tunnel under the 
plaza as part of the enlargement 
program for the facility. 

"When the aspect is com- 
pleted, the existing lane islands 
will be modified and we don't 
want to reduce the number of 
available lanes for traffic to do 
it," Nash said. "On the other 
hand, we didn't feel we could 
justify the expenditure of an 
additional $80,000 to expedite

Giving the gift of Hf e at Christmas on a wartime Pacific atoll

For the many years that I have served on the staff of this newspaper, 
I have from time to time attempted to share with its readers some of the 
true inddents that have occunvd in my life which I felt might be of soine 
interest and with the hope that some might identify with the nostalgia 
that I feel, especially « Christmas time. 

Last y«ir I wrote about my impoverished childhood and of the lonely 
Christmases of the past in a small rural town in south Georgia at the 
close of the great depression 

As Oiristmas ^jproadiei tfift year, I am renunded of an inddent that 
occurred during the second World War m 1944 on the battle scarred island 
of Peleliu in the southwest Padfic Islands. 

At the time I was atUched to the first qiarine airwing. Marine Air 
Group 1 1 , which inddently was the same m group that Gregory (Pap- 
py) Boyington made famous with the expMxs of his Black Sheep 
Squadron, now being aired rai teievisi<Hi. 

It goes without saying thitt a dcidatc cwal island thousands of miles 
from home, and with the enemy lurking all around, is not an ideal con- 
dition for a Christmas alebration; but som^ow Ameriouis have a 
utUque way of making the most of any given situation and this was no 

exception. 

We tried our best to think about our families back home gathered 
around the Christmas xxtt singing carols, otchan^ng gifts and then sit- 
ting down to a fine dinner of turkey, dressing, aranberry sauce and dl 
the trimmings. 

I esp«:iidly thought about snow; since the tempo-ature on Peleliu 
sometimes reach^ IDS t^pxes. 

The make-shift radio station on the island played Christmas music

We survived the triple witch- 
ing hour last Friday with 
i;ecord-breakiivg volume 244 
million shares, 100 million in the 
final 30 minutes, and the DOW 
up 16 points on the day. 

We have e^ablished firm 
support at the 1900 level and with 
seven trading sessions to go 
before the old year poops out, we 
still have hopes that Santa and his 
elves will come thru with some 
year end goodies. 

According to the Stock 
Trader's Almanac, St. Nick 
comes to Wall Street nearly every 



year and brings a short, sweet 
respectable rally.

Virginia Beach mapping program 
receives national achievement award

A specialized computer 
system is putting Virginia Beach 
at the forefront of mapping out 
its municipal future. 

The system, which recently 
received national recognition 
from Public Technology, Inc. 
has enabled the City's Bureau 
of Surveys and Mapping to 
compile computer generated 
maps that reveal units as small 
as individual property parcels 
and keep them constantly up- 
dated and revised-no small feat 
in a community growing by 
around 1,000 new residents per 
month. 

"We're one of the first 
municipalities in the nation to 
go to an integrated land record 
management system," says 
mapping supervisor Phil Baker. 
"One of our major resources in 
Virginia Beach is our land, and 
how we manage it determines 
our quality of life."

The City first addressed the 
need to computerize its map- 
ping program In 1975, after 
severaf years of Being unable to 
keep up with the growth ex- 
plosion by manual mapping 
means. 

After purchasing a computer 
software package and putting it 
to work, the mapping staff was 
able to produce state-ofrthe-art 
computerized maps which 
combined graphic details with 
special information files. 

The system immediately 
began to pay for itself by iden- 
tifying many parcels of land 
which had been untaxed or in- 
correctly taxed in the past. 

The system was then 
upgraded in 1984 to provide 
even more integrated mapping 
functions and allow for cross- 
tabulated retrieval of 
specialized information to meet 
the needs of City departments, 
officials and planners. 

In addition to the obvious 
real estate assessment ap- 
plications, the highly

vive you develop a thick skin. 
You become hardened so it 
doesn't affect you." 

FIrefighting 

During holidays, fire fighters 
deal with different problems. 
At Firehouse #16 on Eight 
Plaza Trail, the men on 'B' 
shift point out that they will 
have duty on Christmas Day the 
next two years. 

"Surprisingly, there are less 
calls during the holiday," said 
Rick Land, 'B' shift captain at 
firehouse #16. 

"There are more chimney 
fires because people throw all 
the Christmas wrappings in the 
fire," he said, "but with fires 
you never know." 

Tony Cooke, 36, who has 
been a fire fighter for 11 years, 
said the last few Christmases in 
Virginia Beach have been 
-warm, which has meant fewer 
fire hazards. 

"Being at the fire house on 
holidays means planning a little 



differently," said Cooke. "Up 
until a few years ago we had a 
trade policy. Guys with no 
family could cover for someone 
who did. But we can't do that 
anymore." 

City employes are paid over- 
time for their holiday shifts but 
Land said, "I don't think the 
money outweighs the chance to 
be at home with your family." 

Some might like the money 
so they can pay off the bills, 
said Clayton. "When you are 
on duty you wish you were 
home and when you are at 
home you wonder if the extra 
pay might help," he said. 
Emergencies 

Also "on call" during the 
holidays is the emergency 
medical service teams. They 
work on a volunteer basis. 

Robert Matthews, 21, of 
Lake Edwards, works at the 
Davis Corner station and has 
voluntarily covered during 
Christmas Day for the last four 
years. 

"Because I am single," said 



Matthews, "I like to work on 
the holidays so the guys with 
families can be off." 

"We are able to be on call 
from our homes," said Syd 
DuVal, 40, who works out of 
the Virginia Beach Volunteer 
Rescue Squad. While the 
firemen have to stay at the 
firehouse with the equipment, 
the rescue squads can cover 
from home. 

"Someone will drive the am- 
bulance to their house and be 
on call from there," said 
DuVal. "We can be with our 
families but we might have to 
leave at any time." 

Both Matthews and DuVal 
said there are usually fewer 
emergency calls on Christmas 
Day. "People stay at home," 
said Matthews. "That means 
fewer accidents." 

DuVal said throughout the 
year his station answers 10-15 
calls each day. In his 10 years of 
experience he cannot reiriember 
ever going out more than four 
times on Christmas Day.

hills and join the chow line along with the marines. 

It may be difficult to understand how this could happen, but under 
combat conditions tl« code of dress was not strictly enforced. Cut- 
off trousers, sandals made from Held shoes, long hair and beards made 
us all look pretty much the same. Our bodies were tanned from 
working in the blazing sun, so it is understandable that a Japanoe 
soldier could sometimes go unnoticed, especially in a crowd, as long as 
he did not talk. 

We used code words which contained the letter "R" which was hard 
for the Ja{Miiese to proaouce. If we susp«:ted one among us to be 
Japanese, he had better be able to say "rice" because they had a ten- 
dency to say "lice." I heard that several were caught that way, but I 
have no facts to substantiate it . r*x 

As the time for my tour of duty approached, the fog had clcned to 
convey an eerie picture of Bloody Nose Ridge which caused me some 
consternation. I reported to the guard shack at 11:45 and boarded the 
Jeeo that was to take me to my lonely outpost. 

As the jeq> pulled away I thought to myself, "What would I do if the 
Ja{«nese pull a ttanzai attack and over-ran my pMition?" 1 knew that 
I would fight becMHe I was trained to do so, but I would have hc^ 
that the odds were a little more on my side. 

The tour was uneventful until around 1 a.m. when I Mard the distant 
patter of feet coming in my direction. I knew it wasn't Santa Claus. 

I stepped behind a large crate that contained a Corsair fighter plane 
engine and waitwl for my strange visitor to come within the sight of my 
M-1 rifle. 

If it was a Japanese I planned to let him pass by and then shoot, but 
there was always the possibility that it was one of our own marines out 
jogging, which many did, especially the ones that were into physical 
fitness. However, it did not make sense that anyone in his right mind 
would be out jogging at 1 a.m. Chriitnas i^y, especially so far from 
the base camp. 

As my visitor passed by my place of concealment, I steppt c uu: and 
m my most authoritative voice shouted , "Halt and be recognized 

The stranger stopped momentarily and then started to move away in 
a slow jog.' I fired two shots into the air, planning to send the next one 
straight through him. I was still not sure if he was friend or foe. But if 
he did not stop, I knew I was justified in shooting him. ■ 

I did not relish the thought of having tcr kill another human being, 
expecially on Christmas day. Fortunately for both of us he stopped 
and turned back toward me. I didn't know if he was armed with a knife 
v>r„ a hand granade. I did not see anything in his hands and 1 knew I 
could shoot before he could reach for a weapon. 

I ordered him to lie down on the ground while I approached ready to 
shoot at any suspicious move. During this time he had not uttered a 
word which made me suspect that he was in fact the enemy down from 
the hills forging for food. 

I prayed that the shots I had fired would be heard at post headquar- 
ters, but had no way of knowing for sure. The telephone in the guard 
shack was not working so the only hope I hadwas tWit the Sergeant of 
the Guard would be making his periodic rounds soon. 

I attempted to question him and to my amazement he spoke perfect 
English. He had been employed at Pearl Harbor on a construction 
gang and had returned tio' Japan just prior to the attack. 

On his rMurri to jfap'an hcTiad joined the army and Peleliu w4s his 
first and last duty sution. I searched him while he was still on the 
ground and then ordered him to stand up for a closer search. 

Finding no weapons I relaxed somewhat and continued my 
questioning.

He said that 
many of the Japanese in the caves had died from thirst, starvation or 
disease, but that surrender was an even worse fate because of the shame 
involved as all Japanese soldiers lived by the BusPUdo which is a moral 
code of feudal Japan. 

I asked how many marines he had killed. He assured me that he had 
killed none explaining thatlie was a corpsman attending the wounded 
and claimed to have even attended some wounded Americans during 
the mfdst of the invasion of the island. 

I knew he might be lying but I could not prove it . He seemed to be a 
decent fellow and talked about his family back in Japan. He looked to 
be around 30 years old but I never thought to ask him his age. 

1 formed in my mind the impression that this soldier was here 
because his country was in a war over which he had no control, the 
same as I, and that while we were mortal enemies, sworn to kill each 
other, we did have something in common. 

We were far away from home on a small battle scaned island not 
knowing from one minute to the next whether we would ever again see 
our loved one.. . 

I knew he had a mother and father and that he was frightened as I 
was. Perhaps, at another time and place, I would have killed him on 
the spot; as, I am sure, he would have killed me. But this was Christ- 
mai and he was a pitiful sight, starving, frightened and fighting for a 
cause that was lost. 

Many thoughts flashed throught my mind while I observed this 
enemy, whose country h^ pulled a sneak attack on Pearl Harbor, 
comnftitted heinous atrocities on Bataan and Corregidor and was 
responsible for the d«ith of some of my best friends.

I had never believed that hate and compassion could exist at the same 
time. My training and instinct was to kill but my religious up-bringing, 
taught to me at an elu-ly age by my mother and grandmothec,j^rcsc°ted 
the greatest conflict I have ever experienced in my life. ' i 

The words, "Do unto others," kept going throu^ my mod and I 
knew if the situation was reversed I would pray that this Japanex 
soldier would have compassion for me. 

I gave him water from my canteen and shared my rations which con- 
sists! of a can of hash, crackers and a fig bar. He must have thought it 
a meal fit for a king. 

WhUe he was eatinginy mind drifted back to a story^I had beard as a 
youngster about how in France during World War I on Christmas Eve 
the AIUm and Qenaua declared a temporary truce and came out of the 
trenches to meet on the battlefield and share a few moments of 
celebration before returning to start killing each other again. 

Realizing that I had macte up my mind to let the man go,, I told him 
that he had ten minutes to get back to his caves. I also advised him that 
if I ever saw him again he would never make it back. 

As he moved off into the fog at the bottom, of Bloody Nose Ridge, I 
caught a glimpse of him making his \ont\y ascent back to his prisrai in 
the caves. I knew, as I am sure he did, that he would never see his 
homeland again. 

Several minutes aft^ his dq)arture, the Sergeant of the Gtiard 
arrived to check my post. It was obvious that no one had heard my two 
shots when he said, "How are things going?" "Fine," 1 $aid as he 
pulled away. 

At that moment, I swear I saw a shootii^ star pass over the top of 
Bloody Nose Ridge. 

As I continued to walk my post, I realized that I was humamig "I'll 
Be Home for Christmas." 

I did make it honK for future Christmases but I doi^H^that my 
Japanese soldier did. He probably starved to death or was kfl^ by the 
next marine who saw him as he came down searching for food, 

I'll never know, as I left the island a few weeks afto- tlus'it^nge en- 
counter. 

Until recently I have kept this secret with me, but now I feel it can be 
told. The Japanese are now our friends and most of the hatred and bit- 
ternns has passed. ,t^' 

^ai a long time I questioned my actions in letting a piisQii^ go but 
now I feel seroie in knowing I gave the greatest Christmas gift*of all. 

I gave a man his life.

The modification program for 
the toll lane islands will provide 
high«- wjncrrte divi«krs be- 
tween lanes, with impact at- 
tenuators to absorb the shock if 
they are struck by approaching 
vehicles. 

Toll iriaza and Route 44 con- 
struction in the area is part of 
an extended improvement 
program for the Expressway 
that included the 1-64 flyover to 



1-264 and Route 44; construc- 
tion of collector distributor 
lanes in the vicinity of Newtown 
Road and 1-64, construction of 
a new Newtown Road inter- 
change and widening of Route 
44 from three to four lanes in 
each direction from 1-64 to just 
east of Laskin Road, to permit 
the introduction of the JIOV^ 
concept on the highway. 

The flyover opened to traffic 
in De<«mber, 1985. the collec- 
tor lanes in the past summer 
and HOV was initiated from 
Newtown Road to the Toll 
Plaza last September 24. 

East of the Toll Plaza the ad- 
dition of two more lanes from 
the plaza to Rosemont Road is 
essentially complete but they 
have not been opmed to traffic; 
construction of additional lanes 
between Rosemont Road and 
London Bridge Creek is under 
construction, and construction 
of additional lanes between 
London Bridge Creek and 
Laskin Road has been com- 
pleted, but not opened to traf- 
fic. 

The widening of Route 44 
from two to three lanes in each 
direction from Laskin Road to 
Parks Avenue has been com- 
pleted and opened to traffic on 
Dec. 3. Also a new interchange 
at First Colonial Road was 
opened to traffic in Octobw. 

Those dements not yet com- 
pleted should be r»dy for traf- 
fic in early Spring, rounding 
out the major improvement 
program for the Expressway 
that has extmded over a four- 
year period.

Virginid^Beach aviator, with 17, 000 flight hours, 
says Voyager crew's worst enemy was mental fatigue

Grueling mental fatigue. 

That was probably the hardest aspect of the Voyager flight, accor- 
ding to Captain Darrell Gordon, a 15-year Virginia Beach resident and 
assistant chief pilot for Piedmont Airlines at Norfollc International 
Airport. 

And GordcMi should know. He is a third generation pilot who for the 
past 35 yeai-s hast»een flying privately and professionally. 

"The day I turned 16 1 soloed for the first time," he said. Since then, 
he's logged thousands of flight hours cooped inside tiny cockpits. 

Gordon, 51, who lives in King's Grant, said he followed the Voyager 
flight with interest since he has had personal experience in long distance 
flying. 



"That's one of the problems of mental stress. You can be 
looking straight at something and not see it."— Pilot 
Darrell Gordon. 

"When you are in the air seven or eight hours," he said, "you are 
really working 10 to 12 hours" because of the preflight-and postflight 
details that axt necessary. That can be a long day," he added. 

"A lot of people think that a pilot's work day is easy." But Gordon 
stresses that the mental strain is tough. 

••The number one problem for pilots on long trips is mental stress," ' 
he said. "With the Voyager pilots, this would have been compounded 
by the small space and dehydration." 

In most commercial airplanes with their pressurized cabins, for 
example, the humidity is only three to five percent. "Pilots even use 
creams on their skin because it gets so dry," said Gordon. 

With the Voyager pilots, Dick Rutan and Jeana Yeager, the stressful 
conditions would have been multiplied. 

"Even being in a small airplane on a long trip can be tough," said 
Gordon. "With no bathroom, no space to exercise in even to get up and 
walk around, you have to have someone to back you up. " 

uordon said on l^^cpmmercial flights tiie crew goes through a 
"challenge and answer" routine, "fiicfi person goes through the 
checklist," he said. "A constant check and recheck" of all the in- 
struments. 

"That's one of the problems of mental stress. You can be looking 
straight at something and not see it," he said. 

Gordon echoed the Voyager pilots when he said that boredom is not 
a big probolem. 

"There is something to do every minute," Gordon said. "You are 
constantly scanning. There is a flow pattern and you get to know what 
to look at all the time. And while you are looking at the instrument 
panel there is also the monitoring of the airwaves that must be done.

"In the U.S. you are constantly in radio contact," Gordon con- 
tinued. "On the real long haMb, like over the Atlantic, you check in 
every so often. Sometimes yott do this at scheduled times or when you 
pass certain latitude readings." 

Gordon's experience over the years has seen him on planes of every 
size. 

"I've been on everything froi| the DC-3, the workhorse of World 
War II; to the 727's holding 1*4 ^sengers." 
l?vMOHIgkthoiin 

Gordon has logg^ over 17,|00 fUght hours, his longest flight being 
from New York to^okyo.Ia^ng there only long enough to refuel and 
take off again for Hong Kong. * 

"It took 18 hours altogether," he said, "and I felt it when I got off 
the plane." 

Reflecting on the Voyager flight, Gordon said a big danger while 
flymg would have been the weather. 

"With the satellite communication of today, and I'm sure they had 
the most up-to-date equipment, the navigation would be no real 
problem," said Gordon. "But the weather above 10,000 feet can get 
violent. With their light plane and the strong winds, they probably 
really bounced around." 

In his years of flying, he noted that the bouncing can be dangerous, 
for two reasons. 

"Physkally you can get hurt," he saki. "ftit also, sometimes you 
bounce around so much your eyes can't focus. You think the plane is 
moving around but it is your eyes that are vibrating and it looks like the 
instruments are shaking."

The Virginia Beach S.P.C.A. is 
moving, but the permission 
didn't come easy.

The S.P.C.A. applied for a 



conditional use permit for an 
animal hospital pound, shelter 
nnH Vfnnel on a 2.5 acre site on 
the east side of Hdland road, 
south of Landstown Road. 

The present site, off General 
Booth Boulevard, is being 
crowded out by growth along the 
General Booth Boulevard, F. 
Reid Ervin, S.P.C.A. spokesman 
told Council last week, and is 



poorly drained and was not a 
good site to begin with. 

The new site will allow the 
S.P.C.A. to build a larger 10,000- 
square foot building in an area 
where residential growth is not 
likely to occur because of the 
Navy easements over the proper- 
ty.

Charles Salle, attorney 
representing the S.P.C.A., said 
that some confusion exists on 
"what the i^)pliGation is all 
about." He said the S.P.C.A. is 
merely trying to relocate its 
present facility. Pound or shelter, 
whatever the facility is called, he 
said, it will not be a commercial 
kennel. It will not have a 
hospital, he said, but the 
S.P.C.A. anticipates leasing 
space to a veterinarian, which is 
what is being done at the present 
site. 

He said the S.P.C.A. was 
before Council for a decision on 
a land-use item, not on com- 
petition among veterinarians. 

He said the facility would not 
have the type of kennel that 
boards dogs, that it would not 
have a hospital, and that the 
vetoinarian would not be an 
employee of the S.P.C.A. The 
S.P.C.A. only wwited to do at 
the new site what it was doing at 
the present site. 

After hearing objections from 
the veterinarians, Salle remarked. 
"I think I'll go home and throw 
out my Jam« Herriot books.

Circuit Court renovation work 
to cause temporary relocation 

Several areas of the Virginia Beach Circuit Court building will be 
clos«l off to the public during renovation work designed to expand the 
building's court capacity. 

The building which houses Circuit Court #4 will be undergoing 
renovation for the crration of Circuit Court #7. Throughout the 
renovation process, signs will be posted with regard to designated tem- 
porary relocation sites. 

During the initial reconstruction process, the ceiling type was noted 
to be an acoustical plaster, commonly used in commercial construction 
prior to 1972. As this type of plaster sometimes contains ab^tos, the 
city requested testing to be done by Marine Chemist Service, Ipc. 

Testing determined that the plaster did in fact contain abestos, 
which, when disturbed such as during renovation, can flake off causing 
a potential h^th hazard to building oompants. 

Although the pr^ent condition of the ceiling material and the results 
of ongoing air sampling tests ha^ revealed no hazardous exposure to 
building occupants, to date, the city's Safety Office nevertheless 
recommended, per EPA guidelines, that during reconstruction, affect- 
ed areas be scaled off and the asbe$t(» material remov«l as part of the 
i^iovation process. 
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Voyager — Looking 
to the future 

Last week Dick Rutan and Jeana Yeager became 
the first people ever to circumnavigate the globe in 
an airplane without landing or refueling. Their 
historic flight was followed by millions of people 
around the world and in the nine days they were 
aloft, their progress and problems were a part of 
every news broadcast. 

Helping them along the way was their com- 
plicated navigational system. Being tied into a 
complex satellite system allowed them and the 
world to know exactly where they were and what 
they would encounter ahead. 

America should be proud of this achievement. 
— We have placed men on the moon, gathered 
material from other pltoets and sent satellites to 
the edge of our solar system. Today's technology 
continues to allow us to do new things, understand 
more, reach new horizons.

Where man has been able to devise machines 
capable of exploring our universe, he is at the same 
time confronted by the frailties and shdrtcomings 
of what the human body can endure. 

The Voyager's nine day flight took its toll on the 
pilots. They were tested and thankfully, were able 
to respond. As the fanfare dies down, the Voyager 
flight should be put into perspective. More than a 
record-setting plane ride, it shows man's ever- 
,, present desire to control his world; testing his 
bjifeil^i. pushing forward. 

With the accomplishment of the Voyager in the 
record books, new goals will be set. And everytime 
the stakes are raised, whether it is to go a little bit 
faster or a little bit farther, greater risks are taken. 
Let us hope that our desire to move forward is tem- 
pered by the wisdom to know how to do 
safely.— J.D.B.

Recently publicity about 
discipline at College Park 
Elementary School has cast 
aspersions on an excellent faculty 
and school. Confronted with 
allegations, the School Board has 
requested that the central ad- 
ministration investigate the 
charges and that investigation is 
in progress. Investigations of this 
nature must be thorough and 
take time. In the meantime, 
teachers at that school feel that 
their best efforts to provide fair 
and just discipline have been 
challenged and that their 
professional reputations have 
been seriously damaged.

LET'S TALK

Some education reform 
initiatives malce headlines. Some 
others only make sense. 

Several weeks ago, dozens of 
education's most thoughtful 
leaders met in the nation's capital 
for one of those efforts that 
seldom catch the spotlight. Their 
agenda: ensuring that new 
teachers have what it takes. 

These leaders-school board 
members, administrators, college 
deans, state officials, and 
teachers-were all board members 
of what may be the least-known 
significant group in all of 
education, the National Council 
of Accreditation of Teacher 
Education. 

NCATE is the only national 
agency that accredits-approves- 
programs for the preparation of 
teachers. It began in 1954 when the 
American Association of 
Colleges for Teacher Education, 
the Council of Chief State School 
Officers, and NEA all joined for- 
ces to create a much-needed in- 
dependent quality control instru- 
ment to revitalize teacher 
education. 



NCATE isn't a government 
agency. It's a partnership of 
educators. In NCATE, faculty 
from a broad array of subject- 
matter disciplines work side by 
side with experts on how children 
learn. Together, they measure 
teacher-training institutions 
against standards that are both 
challenging and high. 

The institutions that meet these 
standards earn the NCATE seal 
of approval. Many school districts 
look for this seal. They check 
to see if applicants for teaching 
nnsitions have graduated from 
NCATE-accredited programs- 
because they know that teachers 
prepared by these programs have 
received a top-rate education. 

NCATE is a voluntary body. 
The colleges and universities 
NCATE evaluates choose, on 
their own, to be evaluated. 
Teacher preparation institutions 
are under no legal mandate to 
seek NCATE approval. Perhaps 
that's why the majority of 
teacher preparation programs in 
the United States have never gone 
through the NCATE ac- 
creditation process. Of the 
almost 1 ,300 programs that train 
teachers, less than half have 
volunteered for NCATE reiview. 
Only 525 are NCATE-accredited. 

State governments could 
change this situation by insisting 
that all teacher education 
programs meet NCATE standar- 
ds. The education groups that 
make up NCATE have urged this 
action fojf years. We've argued 
that the nation "can't afford 
second-rate teachers unsure of 
their subject matter and uncer- 
tain how to teach it. 

More and more state policy- 
makers, fortunately, are em- 
bracing this message. They're 
realizing that excellence in 
education demands rigorous, 
comprehensive teacher 
preparation prograigs^rograms 



that graduate teachers who know 
their subject and how to teach it, 
programs that produce teachers 
who understand what children 
need and how children grow. 

NCATE accrediting aims to 
help all colleges and universities 
that train teachers reach these 
goals, and the institutions that 
invite NCATE inspection are 
usually glad they did. The 
evaluation experience forces in- 
stitutions to come to grips-some- 
times for the first time-with how 
they're doing and where they're 
headed. 

Penn State went through the 
NCATE review process last 
spring, and its wasn't easy. The 
university first had to complete 
an institutional "self-study" that 
compared its performance to a 
long list of NCATE quality 
criteria. 

The second step was an on-site 
evaluation investigating every 
aspect of Penn State's teacher 
preparation program. The 
NCATE evaluation team inter- 
viewed teachers, students, and 
administrators. They asked tougH 
questions: Does Penn State 
provide prospective teachers with 
experiences in urban, rural, and 
suburban settings? Does the 
program teach students how to 
design instructional activities for 
pupils of varying racial and 
cultural backgrounds? Does the 
library offer adequate resources? 
Are practicums for student 
teachers closely supervised? Does 
the program prepare students to 
teach the handicapped? 

In the end, after all the inter- 
views and classroom visits, Penn 
State measured up. Penn State 
passed the test. But so many 
other institutions have never even 
taken the exam. That had better 
change. If we want a quality 
teacher in every classroom, we 
need quality training for every 
teacher.

The holiday season is a festive 
time - a time for sharing with 
friends and family. For many 
Virginia Beach residents, en- 
joying alcoholic beverages has 
traditionally been a part of these 
celebrations. 

The holdiay season is also one 
of the busiest times on our 
nation's highways. The Federal 
Highway Administration (FHA) 
estimates that the total number of 
miles traveled on our roads in 
Dec. 1985 and Jan. 1986 was over 
272 million miles. In addition, 
according to the FHA, vehicle 
travel on average has increased 
4.2 percent over last year. 

With the large number of 
travelers on the road during the 
holidays and so many oppor- 
tunities for celebration, now 
more than ever precautions must 
be taken to avoid drunk driving 
tragedies. 

Progress has been made in the 
struggle to make our highways 
safer. National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
statistics reveal that highway 
fatalities occurring over the 
Christmas holiday decreased 
more than 10 percent from 1984 
to 1985. 

Moreover, the number of 
drunk drivers killed in traffic ac- 
cidents throughout the year 
decreased 26 percent from 1980 to 
1985, according to NHTSA. 

This decline can be attributed, 
at least in part, to increased 
public awareness about the 
dangers of drunk driving and to 
the many alcohol education 
programs in place throughout the 
country. 

Groups such as Students 
Against Driving Drunk (SADD), 
the American Automobile 
Association (AAA) and Mothers 
Against Drunk Ehiving (MADD) 
have succeeded in focusing public 
attention on the problem of 
drunk driving. 

The AAA, for example, has 
launched a national campaign 
targeting the problem of holiday 
entertaining and drunk driving 
entitled, "First a Friend, Thi^n a 
Host."

"Thinking About Drinking," 
is a national alcohol 
education/prevention program 
offered to high schools across the 
country by distiller Heublein, 
Inc. 

Joseph E. Seagram & Sons, 
Inc.'s advertising campaign 
promoting moderation dates 
back more than 50 years and is 
but one of many public service ad 
campaigns sponsored by 
distillers. 

These are just a few examples 
of successful efforts by others, 
but what can you do to help 
prevent drunk driving? The

The legal limit in most 
states is a blood alcohol concen- 
tration level of . 10 percent. 

•Remember, typical servings 
of beer, wine and liquor all con- 
tain equal amounts of pure 
alcohol and moderation should 
be practiced when consuming any 
of the three alcohol beverages. 
(Typical servings are 12 ounces of 
beer, 5 ounces of wine, and 1.25 
ounces of 80 proof liquor.) 

'•Avoid drinking on an empty 
stomach. Food in your stomach 
can help slow down the absorp- 
tion of alcohol into your blood 
stream. High protein foods such 
as cheese, meats and nuts are 
best. 

•Pace yourself. Set a limit to 
the number of drinks you will 
have and stay within the limit. 
One way to do this is by sipping 
your drinks slowly. 

•If you are drinking mixed 
drinks, it would be preferable to 
use non-carbonated mixers such 
as fruit juices or water. Car- 
bonated mixers tend to speed up 
alcohol's absorption into your 
blood stream. 

•If you are out with a group of 
friends, select one person as your 
"designated driver""Someone 
who agrees not to drink alcohol 
beverages in order to drive the 
others home safely. 

•Be aware that your mood can 
alter how alcohol affects you. If 
you are tired, tense, or upset, you 
are likely to be affected more 
dramatically by alcohol 
beverages. 



•Be cautious if you do not 
usually drink during the year, or 
if you are trying new drinks at a 
party or outing. 

•Beware of mixing alcohol 
with drugs-prescription or% 
otherwise-this can intensify 
alcohol's effects on you. 

•Finally, if you have over- 
imbibed, do not drive. Time is 
the only cure for intoxification. 

If you entertain friends at 
home this holiday season, the 
following suggestions may help 
keep your party safe and en- 
joyable for everyone. 

•Always offer your guests a 
choice of non-alcoholic drinks if 
you plan on serving alcohol 
beverages. 

•Have plenty of food on hand 
for party-goers. (As mentioned 
above, food in your stomach can 
help slow the absorption rate of 
alcohol.) 

•Measure the amount of 
alcohol in your drinks if you are 
serving mixed drinks. 
, •Only refill a glass if your 
guest request it. This way your 
guest will not feel pressured to 
drink more than he or she nor- 
mally would. 

•If one of your guests has had 
too much to drink, stop serving 
that person alcohol beverages. 
Offer a non-alcoholic beverage 
instead. 

•Do not allow alcohol 
beverages to become the focus of 
your party-alcohol beverages 
should enhance a party, not be 
the reason for it. Plan activities 
for your party, and encourage 
lively conversation. 

•Be a good example for your 
guests-practice moderation. 

•Finally, as the party winds 
down (about one hour prior to 
the end of the party), discontinue 
serving alcohol beverages to your 
guests. This is a good time to serve 
a dessert or late snack. And 
never serve "one for the road."

January was removed from

S.P.C. A. and Beach veterinarians discuss new site

Constance Pozniak, represen- 
ting the South Hampton Roads 
Veterinarians Association, said 
she was concerned about the 
animal hospital. The hospital, 
she said would be in violation of 
the State charter. 

Several years ago when the 
shelter had attempted to operate 
a clinic in connection with the 
shelter to care for the lost or un- 
wanted animals, the veterinarians 
sued and won in Circuit Court. 
The State Supreme Court upheld 



the decision of the lower court, 
that the S.P.C. A. would be in 
violation of its charter if it 
operated a hospital. 

Pozniak also said that Hve 
veterinarians are located in the 
vicinity of the new site. She also 
questioned the need for a 10,000- 
square foot building for 115 
animals, when she can care for 75 
dogs and cats in 3300 square feet. 
She said that if the individual 
veterinarian wants to set up an 
office on the S.P.C.A. property, 
the applications s'.-'ould be han- 
di»d cfnaratcly. 



Mayor Robert G. Jones asked 
her whether Council was the ap- 
propriate forum to raise 
questions. "This is just for the 
use of land, "he said. 

"Are you saying that the 
veterinarians in the area provide 
medical care to the animals 
gratis?" asked Vice Mayor 
Meyera Obemdorf. Oberndorf 
said that when she heard the 
earlier debate (which led to the 
court suit) she understood that 
the only reason the S.P.C.A. 
tried to get a veterinarian in the

facility was to care for animals in 
the shelter. 

She said that some people in 
the community Uke to adopt 
animals but cannot afford 
veterinarian fees. She said the 
elderly on fixed incomes and 
parents who want to get pets for 
their children may in this 
category. 

Pozniak said that she did not 
give free care, that she could not 
afford to, but that she has given 
discounts. 

Dr. James KoUar, said that the 
sign on the property advertising 
the use permit application was 
misleading in that the hospital 
was not mentioned. He opposed 



the hospital permit, and said he 
hoped that "they don't want to 
get involved in competing." 

He asked whether the 
S.P.C.A. needed the new site if 
they did not want to expand and 
have a hospital. "I don't want 
my tax money to be used against 
me," he said. 

Dr. Joe McKinney said he had 
no objection to the relocation, 
but only to the request for an 
animal hospital. Make it a 
separate item, he said. 

Judy Coficld, an attorney 
representing the South Hampton 
Roads Veterinarian Association, 
also mentioned the Supreme 
Court decision. She said never 



did the S.P.C.A. give medical 
services free, and that prior to the 
litigation, did not restrict ac- 
tivities to indigents. She said the 
S.P.C.A. accepted "Master 
Charge, Visa, gold or green, no 
matter." 

She said the S.P.C.A. did not 
tell the truth when applying for 
the permit. She said that her 
clients were not permitted to see 
the lease which would be offered 
the veterinarian. The S.P.C.A. 
by law is not permitted to have 
residential or commercial ken- 
nels, she said. 



Citing drivers for disregarding 
a traffic signal or a stop sign has 
increased, but the number of 
violations are increasing at an 
even faster pace, according to 
Police Chief Charles Wall. 

Councilman Albert Balko 
recently remarked on the ap- 
parent high number of drivers 
going through yellow lights and 
asked City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck to look into the en- 
forcement of the traffic 
violations. 

A report submitted by Wall 
shows that during the period 
from Jan. 1 through Nov. 1 en- 
forcement of these two traffic 
laws have actually increased for 
1986 as compared to 1985. 
However, he said, the significant 
increase in the volume of traffic, 
particularly at controlled inter- 
sections has resulted in a greater 
number of these violations so 
that while more drivers are being 



cited, a larger number of 
violations are occurring that arc 
undetected. 

In 1985, 2,113 summonses 
were issued for disregarding a 
traffic signal and 920 for 
disregarding a stop sign. The 
total number of summonses 
issued for moving violations was 
28,095. 

Of the violations in 1986, 2,665 
were for disregarding a traffic 



signal and 1,404 for disregarding 
a stop sign. The total number of 
moving violations this year was 
33,992. 

Figures indicate, said Wall, a 
26 percent increase in the enfor- 
cement of violations for 
disregarding a traffic signal and 
53 percent increase for disregard- 
ing a stop sign, and a 20 percent 
increase in the enforcement of all 
moving violations.
